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Paris 

elects 

gay 

mayor

E dith Piaf had it right, as usual. 
In Paris, la vie is about to get a 
lot more “en rose.” 

Paris, the capital of France and a 
city of over 2 mil¬ 
lion people, is get¬ 
ting a gay mayor. 

Bertrand De¬ 
lanoe, who active¬ 
ly supports gay is¬ 
sues, won the mu¬ 
nicipal election 
Sunday, March 18, 
defeating Philippe 
Seguin as the So¬ 
cialists took the French capital. 

“Today, Parisians have freely de¬ 
cided in favor of change in the capi¬ 
tal,” Delanoe, 50, said in a victory 
speech at campaign headquarters. He 
will take office this Sunday, March 25. 

The election was seen as a loss for 
President Jacques Chirac’s conserva¬ 
tives, but the left also lost in several 
lesser cities. 

In his campaign, Delanoe focused 
on improving the quality of life for 
Parisians, promising to reduce pollu¬ 
tion and address concerns about poor 
suburbs, the Associated Press said. 

Delanoe, who came out on televi¬ 
sion in 1999, has taken part in gay 
Pride marches and campaigned for 
legal rights for unmarried couples, in¬ 
cluding same-sex partners. 

Surina Khan, executive director of 
the International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission in San 
Francisco, was delighted with De- 
lanoe’s election. 

“This is a great thing, and we are 
very pleased and excited to see an 
openly gay person elected,” Khan told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “This will go a 
long way in Europe, and across the 
world, modeling the value of an 
LGBT perspective in politics and cul¬ 
ture. And it will help in advancing 
and advocating for the human rights 
of all people, including lesbians, gays, 
bisexuals, and transgendered.” ▼ 



Bertrand Delanoe 
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Gay.com drops 
bareback chat room

G ay.com’s decision to drop its dedi¬ 
cated barebacking chat room has 
produced sharp protest - and 
some strong approval - from 
members who frequented the site. 

The debate stems from the 
March 12 closure of the site-gen¬ 
erated room which had drawn 
barebackers (or, as some prefer it, 
men who have unprotected anal 
sex with men) into a venue where 
they could chat or, more com¬ 
monly, hook up with each other. 

“Shame on you, Gay.com,” 
said one post. “Removal of the 
bareback rooms will not make it 
go away.... It was a comfortable 
room in which poz guys could 
feel at ease and able to carry on without asking 
THE question at every prospective contact!!” 

Said another post: “Bottom line is - get 
real. Oh, did it ever occur to anyone that plen¬ 
ty of guys go to the bareback room for FAN¬ 
TASY purposes? Just so you know, most of us 
don’t use condoms in our fantasies. Gay.com’s 
decision to remove the Bareback Room was 
knee-jerk, self-righteous and totally LAME. 
But, like I said, EXTREMELY predictable.” 

One proponent of the closure, a self-de¬ 
scribed previous “harshest critic” of the Web 
site, said: “Gay.com has proven it is a responsi¬ 
ble corporation by reversing an ill-made but 
apparently well-intended decision. No one can 
honestly say he is being censored or excluded 
because he must create a room which pro¬ 
motes HIV transmission instead of having a 
room created by Gay.com which might confuse 
men who mistake an official room as a signal 
that the associated behavior is acceptable...” 
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Member rooms 

The company says there’s no censorship 
involved, and that members can easily create 
their own private rooms online. HIV educa¬ 
tors can make their presence known widely 
throughout the site’s rooms. 

The reactions come as Gay.com, a major 
gay-focused portal which maintains its site in 
several languages and is owned by On- 
linePartners.com Inc., prepares to merge with 
PlanetOut, widely seen as the Web’s most 
popular queer-oriented site. 

PlanetOut spokesman Bryce Eberhart said 
on Tuesday, March 20 that the merger had 
just received state approval, clearing the way 
for the final deal. 

On Gay.com’s message boards, as of Tues¬ 
day there were 17 responses, although the 
company said they expected more as members 
log on and find the barebacking chat room has 
been replaced by the room manager’s message 
giving the firm’s rationale at length. 

Which way to the board? 

There are two separate sets of message 
boards that focus on barebacking. However, 
new users may find the path to voicing their 
views rather tortuous since there are hardly 
any signposts labeled “barebacking.” 

One way is through the HIVlife channel, 
where the link to the closure discussion 
thread is 19th out of 20 topics listed. 

“It comes down to how familiar you are 
with the site, how you use our tools,” said Eliz¬ 
abeth Kennedy, Gay.com’s director of com¬ 
munity and member care. “Everyone navigates 


in a different way ... we try to anticipate the 
routes people take.” She recommends that 
members set up their own specific page onsite. 

Kennedy said the decisions to establish, 
and to delete, the barebacking chat room 
were “not made lightly.” She said health con¬ 
cerns were the primary factor. 

Barebacking is a highly con¬ 
tentious issue. Opponents say it 
boosts the risk of infection of HIV 
and other sexually transmitted 
diseases, especially if participants 
are dishonest with each other. Pro¬ 
ponents say informed consent 
about risks and behaviors is a rea¬ 
sonable standard for consensual 
sex, and that it’s a private matter. 

Risks 

“As a corporation, we have to 
be responsible for the forums we 
provide,” Kennedy told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“It’s not as simple as boiling it down to blind¬ 
ly providing a space where people can osten¬ 
sibly connect for reasons which can be dan¬ 
gerous to the community. 

“We need to be accountable, and take con¬ 
sideration of the health risks.” 

Kennedy rebuffed suggestions that the

Launching this year’s holiday is the 
Jewish Community Center with “Putting 
a Face on Lesbian and Gay Families,” a dis¬ 
cussion series held from 7:30 to 9 p.m. at 
the center, 3200 California Street.

Help is here for 
low-income taxpayers

S urprise: even if you’ve ac¬ 
quired a sizable viatical set¬ 
tlement, you may get a 
break or refund on your taxes 
through Tax-Aid. 

The free service helps low-in¬ 
come Bay Area wage earners fill 
out their tax forms, and often, get 
an unexpected refund, according 
to San Francisco officials. 

Tax-Aid, a nonprofit, is offer¬ 
ing free tax-preparation sessions 
at tax clinics over the next several 
weeks to taxpayers with house¬ 
hold incomes under $30,000. 

The announcement of this 
year’s sessions came March 15 
from San Francisco Treasurer 
Susan Leal and Supervisor Mark 
Leno. 

“There’s tens of millions of 
dollars due to San Francisco low- 
income workers who are not tak¬ 
ing advantage of” the tax break, 
said Leno. “Many low-income 
earners are simply not aware they 
may be eligible for a refund.” 

“It’s money waiting to be 
picked up,” Leal told the Bay Area 
Reporter. She said that last year, 
850 area households received 
around $750,000 in tax refunds 
through the service. 

Much of the assistance comes 
via the earned income credit 
(EIC), a special tax benefit aimed 
at helping those on low incomes. 

“This credit has been equated 
as the biggest supplement” to in¬ 
come for many people, Leal said. 

Unaware public 

According to Julius Turman, 
vice president at the public rela¬ 
tions firm Ketchum, fewer than 50 
percent of families below the 
poverty line are aware of EIC ben¬ 
efits, which can be worth up to 


$3,888 in cash. 

Participants at the City Hall 
announcement included several 
people who said they had benefit¬ 
ed from the program. One was 
Lyle Cassard, who is HIV-positive 
and on long-term disability. 

“I got a [form] 1099 from my 
viatical settlement, and figured 
there was probably going to be a 
lot of tax,” Cassard said. “I called 
Positive Resources, which referred 
me to the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. Eventually I was 
hooked up with Tax-Aid and I 
ended up breaking even.” 

The nonprofit organization is 
administered and supported by 
the major accounting firm Arthur 
Andersen. 

Tax-Aid relies on trained vol¬ 
unteers at numerous locations 
throughout San Francisco, the 
East Bay, Marin, and the Peninsu¬ 
la to help families access the EIC 
and other tax credits, according to 
chairman Larry Gorrell, Ander¬ 


sen’s managing partner. 

“We’ll help you fill it out. You 
just sign and send,” Gorrell said. 

Now in its 14th year, Tax-Aid 
has helped with $4 million in re¬ 
funds to 6,000 low-income tax¬ 
payers in the Bay Area, Gorrell 
added. 

Leno said that “anyone earning 
from minimum wage to $8.50 per 
hour” can likely benefit from the 
sessions, including single persons. 
He noted that tax forms can be es¬ 
pecially daunting for those whose 
native language is not English. 

Bilingual assistance is available 
in Spanish, Chinese, and Russian. T

People affiliated with the orga¬ 
nizations were on hand last Fri¬ 
day, March 16, at the Forum at 
Yerba Buena Gardens, where the 
Community Center Project held 
its toga party, complete with a cos¬ 
tume contest and other activities. 

Mike Marshall, interim execu¬ 
tive director of the center, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Friday’s 
event was a success. 

“There was a great mixed crowd 
and high energy,” Marshall said. 

The leases at the center, under 
construction at the corner of Mar¬ 
ket and Octavia streets, will be well 
below market rates for San Fran¬ 
cisco office space, Marshall added. 

“We’re thrilled to be housed at 
the new community center,” said 
Cheryl Deaner of All Our Families 
Coalition. “Now we and other 
LGBT organizations won’t have to 
choose between maintaining ser¬ 
vices for our community and pay¬ 
ing for skyrocketing office rents.” 

Eddie Dobbins, co-chair of Les¬ 
bians and Gays of African Descent 
for Democratic Action, said, “The 
dynamic mix of so many diverse 
organizations working together at 
the new center will create a renewed 


sense of community and coopera¬ 
tion among LGBT people across 
racial, class, age, and gender lines.” 

One group that will have an of¬ 
fice at the center, the Youth Gen¬ 
der Project, focuses on transgen¬ 
der youth, Marshall said. Dana 
Van Gorder, vice president of the 
center’s hoard, told the B.A.R. that 
initially, another transgender 
group had been accepted but had 
to pull out. He said that if there’s 
another transgender group that is 
interested in leasing space, they 
should contact the center. 

In addition to those organiza¬ 
tions, the center will house: Harvey 
Milk Institute, Queer Cultural Cen¬ 
ter, Lavender Youth Recreation 8c 
Information Center, Queer Youth

ed the driver of the Acura. The 39- 
year-old man was taken to Mis¬ 
sion Station and charged with ag¬ 
gravated assault. His convertible 
Acura was towed from the scene 
and booked into evidence.

ACT UP/SF members 
convicted in Project Inform case

hree members of the AIDS 
If denialist group ACT UP/San 
m Francisco were found guilty 
last week on misdemeanor 
charges stemming from an inci¬ 
dent last April when the men 
stormed a Project Inform seminar 
and threw hard pills at attendees. 

Sentencing for ACT UP/SF 
members David Pasquarelli, Todd 
Swindell, and Michael Bellefoun- 
taine will take place Tuesday, April 3. 

Pasquarelli and Swindell were 
found guilty of unlawful public 
assembly, rioting, and disturbing 
the peace. They face up to one 
year in jail. Both men were acquit¬ 
ted of the more serious charge of 
battery. 

Bellefountaine was found 
guilty of unlawful public assem¬ 
bly. He was acquitted of disturb¬ 
ing the peace and rioting. He faces 
up to six months in jail. 

Pasquarelli and Swindell said 
they plan to appeal their convic¬ 
tions. 

“According to the district at¬ 


torney, the only reason they pur¬ 
sued this case in court was be¬ 
cause of the violent battery 
charges, which ultimately didn’t 
hold up,” Bellefountaine said in a 
statement. 

Joseph Garrett, Project In¬ 
form’s board president, said the 
verdicts “represent a victory for all 
people living with HIV/AIDS who 
seek to educate themselves and 
make their own decisions about 


potentially lifesaving treatments 
for HIV diseases.” 

Last year, following the inci¬ 
dent, a San Francisco judge issued 
a preliminary injunction barring 
Pasquarelli, Bellefountaine, 
Swindell, and three other ACT 
UP/SF members from coming 
within 100 feet of Project Inform’s 
office and employees. 

ACT UP/SF members believe 
that AIDS is over. ▼

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Berkeley police get 
training in LGBT issues

A ll members of Berkeley’s 
Police Department - from 
the chief to the civilian staff 
- have begun receiving formal 
training in LGBT issues, City 
Council member Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton has announced. 

He said Berkeley is the “first 
city in the world” to train all po¬ 
lice employees on the subject. The 
training started Monday, March 
19. 

San Francisco’s Police Acade¬ 
my trains all new recruits in 
specifically LGBT issues, and al¬ 
most every officer in the Police 
Department has received training 
formally or informally, according 
to the academy’s commander, 
Captain Dan Lawson. 

Under the heading “Atten¬ 
dance is Mandatory,” Berkeley 
Chief D.E. Butler’s departmental 
order requires department em¬ 
ployees to attend the six-hour 
training “in an on-duty status.” 

Worthington said the course 
would spend about two hours on 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual issues and 
four hours on transgender issues. 

A police spokesman said the 
number of people being trained in 
various sessions over the next few 
weeks would be about 300. The 
BPD has around 200 officers. 

The four-hour segments will 
be led by writer and activist Jami¬ 
son Green, an FTM activist. Jami¬ 


son told the Bay Area Reporter that 
he planned to focus on misper¬ 
ceptions often seen in police de¬ 
partments’ treatment of transgen- 
dered people. 

“Male-to-female transgen- 
dered people, and crossdressers, 
are often seen as sex workers and 
treated in abusive ways, not that 
sex workers deserve that either,” 
Green said. “Another mispercep¬ 
tion is they are often seen as un¬ 
trustworthy, even when they are 
the victims of crime.” 

Part of the training will focus 
on different police circumstances 
in which transgenders might be 
victims, witnesses, or suspects. 

“It’s also possible to have in¬ 


creased penalties for hate crimes 
against transgendered persons,” 
added Green, who is chair of the 
organization Gender Education 
and Advocacy. 

Complaints from an FTM a 
few years ago to the Berkeley Po¬ 
lice Review Commission “got this 
rolling,” he said. 

Worthington said that the city 
had faced lawsuits and threats of 
suits over police treatment of 
LGBT persons. The training fol¬ 
lows his City Council initiative, 
introduced in January 2000, that 
prompted the hiring of Sergeant 
Kelly Gordon, the department’s 
LGBT liaison. ▼ 
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Carmichael's new 
trial motion rejected

P rison AIDS activist Brian 
Patrick Carmichael, who 
was convicted in January of 
battery on a peace officer, was de¬ 
nied his motion for a new trial last 
Friday, March 16, in Santa Clara 
County Superior Court. 

Judge Alden E. Danner set 
April 13 for the sentencing hear¬ 
ing. Because of Carmichael’s prior 
criminal history, he faces a possi¬ 
ble third strike if he is sentenced 
for the felony battery charge. Last 
week, Danner accepted 
Carmichael’s motion to have the 
conviction reduced to a misde¬ 
meanor, although there was no 
discussion on the issue. As with 
his previous appearances since his 
January conviction, Carmichael 
represented himself during last 
week’s hearing. 

Carmichael remains in the 
Santa Clara County jail. 

The case against Carmichael 
stems from an incident that oc¬ 
curred at San Jose International 
Airport last September as 
Carmichael stepped off an air¬ 
plane. Police were waiting at the 
airport to talk to Carmichael, who 
while on the airplane in Dallas, 
got into an argument with a pas¬ 
senger who was occupying a seat 
Carmichael had been told was re¬ 
served for his ill brother. During a 
scuffle after Carmichael got off the 
plane, he fell on a police officer, 
who reported that he suffered an 
injury as a result. During the ar¬ 
guments for a new trial, however, 
Carmichael raised questions over

how the officer was injured, and 
presented evidence that contra¬ 
dicted the prosecution’s case. 

In denying the motion for a 
new trial, Danner, who served as 
the judge during Carmichael’s 
non-jury trial, said that “good 
cause has not been shown.” He did 
not elaborate. 

Last week, Carmichael did 
score a legal victory when Danner 
acknowledged that Carmichael’s 
trial record erroneously contained 
a “true finding” relating to Health 
and Safety Code section 121060, 
concerning the transfer of blood 
or bodily fluids. Carmichael, who 
is HIV-positive, argued that the 
code was not part of the criminal 
proceeding and should not have 
been included. Danner said he was 
correct. 

“This court will strike that find¬ 
ing at this time,” Danner said. T 
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T he world is looking brighter for les¬ 
bians and gays as several internation¬ 
al developments illustrate that we can 
effect positive advancements. 

The big news this week was that openly 
gay Bertrand Delanoe has been elected 
mayor of Paris, a major European city with 
over 2 million people. We’re proud that the 
voters in the City of Light voted for him; 
Delanoe will take office this Sunday, but al¬ 
ready he has made history as the first open¬ 
ly gay mayor of a major international city. 

A quick look at Paris shows that the city 
faces many of the same problems as San 
Francisco. Rents have skyrocketed and there 
is a lack of subsidized housing for low- and 
middle-income families that has forced many 
to move to the suburbs where housing is less 
expensive. Does that sound familiar? 

By most accounts, Delanoe is an unas¬ 
suming man, as was demonstrated by his 
matter-of-fact coming out a couple of years 
ago. French writer Frederic Martel noted 
that Delanoe’s coming out during a televi¬ 
sion appearance made few waves at the 
time, and that since then, he has enjoyed the 
media’s favor. 

Delanoe has several years of government 
experience. He served as a member of the 
National Assembly (lower house of Parlia¬ 
ment) for Paris from 1981 to 1986 and is a 
former spokesman for the Socialist Party. In 
1993, he became head of the party and was 
elected to the Senate in 1995, where he 
served on the Foreign Affairs and Defense 
commission. 

The phrase “all politics is local” rang true 
in Paris, where Delanoe struck a chord with 
the city’s residents by focusing on quality of 
life issues, and his victory is about more 
than being gay. A Socialist, his election has 
ended years of conservative domination in 
Parisian politics, which has deteriorated fol¬ 
lowing much political scandal. A look at his 
campaign platform shows that Delanoe 
wants to make Paris “a model of democra¬ 
cy” through the creation of neighborhood 
councils and financial accountability in gov¬ 
ernment. He also has pledged to establish 
halfway houses for queer youth rejected by 
their parents, Martel reported, and to give 
gay organizations equal access to various 
government grants the city provides for 
other civic groups. Significantly, Delanoe 
also wants to wage an aggressive campaign 
against anti-gay discrimination and AIDS. 

Delanoe also campaigned on citywide is¬ 
sues; he proposes 2,000 new pre-school 
places and another 2,500 places for young 
children at community-run establishments. 
He pledged to keep city taxes “stable,” but 
advocated spending 12.5 billion francs ($1.8 


billion) more for various programs. 

But France isn’t the only country mak¬ 
ing news. In the Netherlands officials are 
gearing up for April 1, when the country 
will implement gay marriage. Approved last 
year, the Dutch law means that for 
the first time a country will allow its 
same-sex couples to be united in 
marriage rather than domestic , 
partnership or civil unions. This 
too is a giant step and demon¬ 
strates that gay marriage in one 
country is just another option for same- 
sex couples who want a legal union that 
confers benefits. 

Locally, in San Francisco we 
have the annual symbolic do¬ 
mestic partner ceremony con¬ 
ducted by Mayor Willie Brown. While 
meaningful in spirit for those couples who 
participate, it does nothing to confer legal 
rights or benefits upon those couples and 
has no legal standing. Couples can, of 
course, register as domestic partners with 
the city or the state, either of which provides 
some benefits, but they are not married. 

We have an uphill fight for even the most 
basic of rights, as was-demonstrated last 
week when an Assembly committee ap¬ 
proved AB25. Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s bill would slightly expand the ben¬ 


efits offered under the state domestic part¬ 
nership registry, which Migden also cham¬ 
pioned a couple of years ago and which she 
had to water down in order for Governor 
Gray Davis to sign it. 

One place that hasn’t yet caught up to 
America in terms of progress for equal 
rights for gays is China, although that 
country too is making progress. As we 
reported last week, the Chinese Psy¬ 
chiatric Association announced - after 
years of quiet efforts - that it is re¬ 
moving homosexuality from its list of 
mental illnesses. The American Psy¬ 
chiatric Association did that 
back in 1973. Gays in China 
face formidable obstacles to 
coming out, which is why the 
majority live in the closet, unable to partic¬ 
ipate in the modest gay “scene,” which is 
growing, but at a slow pace. 

Yes, the world is changing; old stigmas 
are falling aside as people, governments, and 
other groups realize that being gay is not a 
negative, and not an illness. We wish Mayor- 
elect Delanoe the best as he prepares to take 
office and lead a large city that has its share 
of problems and issues to address. His elec¬ 
tion brings new life to the old expression, 
“gay Paree.” T

W e in San Francisco pride ourselves 
as being citizens of “the city that 
knows how,” but Amsterdam is the 
city that actually does it. On April 1, the last 
day of Northern California LGBT Family 
Awareness Week, the Netherlands will grant 
the same marriage rights to its lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender partners as it does 
to opposite gender partners. 

The truth is, California’s marriage segre¬ 
gation laws are making even San Francisco 
look backwards. But the tide can turn: last 
week, the California Assembly Judiciary 
Committee approved, on an 8 to 1 vote, As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden’s domestic 
partnership bill, AB25, which would en¬ 
hance the benefits of California’s statewide 
domestic partnership registry. 

It was just last year that Governor Gray 
Davis thought it would be safe to veto a sim¬ 
ilar domestic partners bill and then said that 
he wouldn’t sign any more. If he takes that 
position again this year on AB25 - which 
confers such basic benefits as allowing do¬ 
mestic partners to list people who can in¬ 
herit property and allowing partners to 
make medical treatment decisions for their 
loved ones - there is going to be a show¬ 
down in Sacramento. 

In the San Francisco Bay Area, the gay 


and lesbian adoption and baby boom con¬ 
tinues in full force, with more gay and les¬ 
bian foster parents than straight ones in 
counties like Alameda. Our need to protect 
partners and our children is obvious. Yet 
still the far right and religious right are cry¬ 
ing that if AB25 passes, our families and 
their children might enjoy 11 (out of 
thousands) of the civil rights that their 
own families enjoy. 

This segregation of lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender partners, 
families, and their children thrives 
in the language of archaic marriage 
laws. And.it is the use of this wedge 
by the far right and religious right 
that helps keep homo¬ 
phobia looking “normal” 
under the law. Like many 
oppressive situations, we 
have lived with partner discrimination for 
so long that it takes something like the 
wrongful death lawsuit of Sharon Smith, the 
non-legally recognized life partner of Diane 
Whipple, the woman mauled to death by a 
dog, to even contrast what is so very wrong 
about the way things are. 

One of the highlights of Family Aware¬ 
ness Week will take place this year on Thurs¬ 
day, March 29. Seventy-five loving couples 
will enter into domestic partnership with 
each other under the Rotunda in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s City Hall. This is the closest step to 


legal marriage available to same-gender life 
partners in San Francisco. Yet just two days 
later, the practical Dutch will simply replace 
the words “husband and wife” in its civil law 
with the word “partners.” 

We can take lessons from the Nether¬ 
lands, where gay and lesbian citizens and 
their straight allies worked together to speed 
up the end of homophobia against same 
gender partners and their families. 

On Sunday, April 1 at 5 p.m. at Harvey 
Milk Plaza (17th and Castro 
streets) join Marriage Equality 
California, the Sisters of Perpet¬ 
ual Indulgence, the offices of 
Mayor Brown and Assembly¬ 
woman Migden, Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno, immigra¬ 
tion rights groups, and All 
Our Families Coalition. 
We will celebrate the achievement of mar¬ 
riage equality in the Netherlands, because 
the Dutch have done for their people what 
our own country has not been willing to do 
for us. But now, it is our time to turn the 
tide. ▼

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TICs needed 

Your article, “Proposed ordinance protects renters 
and owners alike,” in the March 8 edition of the BAR 
contained many inconsistencies and misstatements. 

Tenancies-in-common or TICs are the most af¬ 
fordable way to own a home. Professional tenant ac¬ 
tivist, Robert Haaland, cynically claims that “buying a 
home in San Francisco is out of the reach for 90 per¬ 
cent of our gay brothers and sisters.” False. Two peo¬ 
ple can purchase a $400,000 TIC with incomes of 
around $40,000 per year. The cost for living in your 
own home can be considerably less than many people 
are currently paying to rent! The extremists are vilify¬ 
ing these moderate income renters that want to own 
their home as “greedy real estate speculators” partak¬ 
ing in “get-rich-quick schemes.” 

Much of San Francisco’s neighborhood and archi¬ 
tectural charm is the direct result of our gay brothers 
and sisters who bought, renovated, and lived in their 
own property. It is unfair, insulting, and stupid to 
label those who led the fight for gay rights (and often 
suffered for it) as “greedy real estate speculators.” They 
worked hard for their place in the sun and they even¬ 
tually got it - no thanks to the likes of Robert Haa¬ 
land or Chris Daly. 

Instead of turning against our friends and neigh¬ 
bors that own property, we must fight the profession¬ 
al activists to preserve our hope of home ownership. 

Voters in eight of 11 districts rejected the limits on 
TICs proposed in Proposition N last November. 
Nonetheless, Chris Daly has introduced legislation 
that amounts to a practical ban on these af¬ 
fordable homes because it eliminates a cru¬ 
cial element in every TIC sale - the exclu¬ 
sive right of occupancy agreement. These 
agreements specify who has the legal right 
to occupy specific units in a multiple unit 
building. Who is going to buy an apart¬ 
ment without a guarantee that the other 
owners of the building cannot move 
into their home? Furthermore, the total 
number of TICs and condominium conversions will 
be limited to 200 per year in a city of 700,000 people. 

This legislation will result in more Ellis Act evic¬ 
tions. The best way to avoid eviction is to buy your 
own apartment. This bit of wisdom, commonplace 
throughout the general population, is totally lost on 
the professional activists. If people are prevented from 
owning the most affordable units in the city, they will 
continue to be vulnerable to the Ellis Act - a state law 
that allows property owners to go out of the rental 
property business. 

Some organizations, such as the Tenants Union, 
use volunteers to make lawyer referrals to wealthy 
out-of-town lawyers at the same time they charge ten¬ 
ants fees for “counseling.” Other activists, such as 
Robert Haaland, are simply lawyers themselves and 
benefit directly from the expensive litigation that has 
resulted from thousands of housing regulations. One 
has to hope that the special interests of corporations, 
professional tenant activists and lawyers will give way 
to the interests of the working people of San Francis¬ 
co. Please join working San Francisco renters in op¬ 
posing this misguided measure.

TIC legislation needed 

Thank you for your article regarding evictions for 
tenancies-in-common.

TICs used as stopgap 

Thank you for your recent coverage of efforts by 
the Board of Supervisors to close a loophole in the 
rent control ordinante that allows hundreds of LGBT 
tenants to be evicted by speculators each year. The 
Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender De¬ 
mocratic Club commends Supervisor Daly’s revival 
of Sue Bierman’s legislation to close the TIC loophole 
in the condo conversion law. It is a much-needed rem¬ 
edy to stop the economic decimation of our commu¬ 
nity, particularly among young LGBT individuals who 
cannot afford to buy condos at exorbitant prices. 

Under Mayor Feinstein, hardly a radical, the city 
decided to limit conversion of rental units to condos 
because such conversions displaced tenants who 
could not afford to purchase condominiums. During 


the recent boom, real estate speculators realized that 
they could use TIC ownership as a loophole to avoid 
the condo conversion caps. It works like this: specu¬ 
lators buy a building, evict all tenants under the Ellis 
Act, then sell the units as TICs. Once all the units are 
sold, the new owners convert the TICs to condomini¬ 
ums. Thus, tenants are displaced, affordable rental 
units are forever lost, and there is no gain in TIC own¬ 
ership. TICs are used a stopgap. They are not the goal 
of such purchases. 

Daly’s legislation does not limit TIC purchases; it 
limits illegitimate conversions of rental units to con¬ 
dos via TICs as a stopgap. LGBT individuals still could 
use TICs to approximate the inheritance status of 
married couples under Daly’s legislation. It only lim¬ 
its bogus TICs which are used to circumvent condo 
conversion limits. 

Thus, Daly’s legislation is not “bad for gays,” as 
some have disingenuously suggested. It is simply bad 
for gay real estate speculators who wish to profit from 
the evictions of members of the LGBT community. 
We urge your readers to support this protection for 
our community.

Body is not a punching bag 

This is regarding Paula Martinac’s Lesbian Notions 
column entitled “Gays & guns: A risky mix” [March 
1 ]. Basically, the column argues that it is unwise for 
gay people to carry firearms as a means of self-de¬ 
fense. Early on in the piece, the author acknowledges 
that, “While we spend valuable money and time lob¬ 
bying a resistant Congress for inclusion in the feder¬ 
al hate crimes act, lesbians and gay men continue to 
be bashed and killed.” Since she does not feel that 
arming ourselves is an appropriate response, Ms. 
Martinac offers “queer safety patrols” as a possible so¬ 
lution. 

I could not help but wonder if Ms. Martinac had 
ever been a victim of anti-gay violence. Certainly, I 
hope that she is never attacked. However, if she were 
placed in fear of her life, would she rather that armed 
fellow gay men and women were nearby or that her 
cries might be heard by a “queer safety patrol”? 

Granted, Ms. Martinac does acknowledge “the 
frustration in the queer community about our inabil¬ 
ity to protect ourselves” but seems eager to steer the 
reader away from the very means by which we can end 
this violence. Ms. Martinac cites the attention given 


an article by Jonathan Rauch in which he supports 
gays using firearms to defend themselves. While say¬ 
ing that it would be easy to dismiss his position as a 
“gay male right” issue, her argument nonetheless sub¬ 
tly makes that very assertion. While it does seem true 
that Mr. Rauch supports such self-protection, he 
makes a very compelling argument: If Matthew Shep¬ 
ard had a gun, he would be alive today. 

With the exception of the anti-male bias, a year 
and a half ago, I might have agreed with Ms. Martinac. 
About that time, I was using a pay phone near Di- 
visadero at 1 p.m. when I was thrown to the ground 
by two thugs. They took turns kicking and punching 
me while shouting, “faggot.” My arm was broken 
along with my liberal spirit. I would have given any¬ 
thing to have had a weapon at the moment the attack 
occurred. Since that time, I have taken lessons at a fir¬ 
ing range and purchased a .38-caliber pistol. I simply 
will not trust police, Congress, or anyone else to pro¬ 
tect me. My body is not a punching bag for assholes 
that happen to hate gays. 

We dwell in a society that does little to protect us. 
Schools avoid teaching that gays are a normal segment 
of society who deserve the respect and protection af¬ 
forded to all members. We are slandered and defamed 
in most pulpits in America with churchgoers being 
taught that God loves everyone except gay people. 
“Our” government will not acknowledge our rela¬ 
tionships, allow us to serve openly in the military, 
keep our children, ensure that we are housed without 
discrimination, or to protect jobs in which we other¬ 
wise excel.

Hollow arguments 

Dale Carpenter’s broadside against the Cuban rev¬ 
olution (“Gay Cuba Libre!” March 8) showcases the 
increasingly hollow and shopworn arguments used by 
• those gay intellectuals who struggle mightily to sub¬ 
ordinate the fight for gay rights to the demands of 
U.S. foreign policy. They hope by demonstrating their 
unswerving loyalty that they can win a few crumbs of 
recognition from the Democratic and Republican 
parties. His approach mirrors that of liberal activists 
dating back to the 1960s who wax indignant about 
conditions in Cuba, real or imagined, while letting the 
U.S. government off the hook for its continuing cam¬ 
paign of terrorism and economic warfare against that 
country. That the U.S. is today spending billions to 
prop up backward, violent regimes like Colombia’s 
whose records on gay rights make Cuba’s past errors 
look like spilt milk is of no interest to them. 

Clearly, the main tactic of these patriots, high¬ 
lighted in Carpenter’s piece and dramatized in Reinal- 
do Arenas’s memoir Before Night Falls is to focus on 
those past errors while ignoring recent positive 
changes that have led many gays and lesbians to de¬ 
fend the revolution. Perhaps the most significant of 
these changes, and one carefully ignored in Carpen¬ 
ter’s diatribe, is the Cuban government’s universally 
praised AIDS policy. All PWAs, regardless of sexual 
identity, are guaranteed their jobs and provided med¬ 
ical care and decent housing free of charge. It is in¬ 
structive to compare this reality with Arenas’s fate 
after gaining entry to the land where “basic guaran¬ 
tees ... apply even to us,” as Carpenter puts it. After 
coming down with AIDS, Arenas quickly became des¬ 
titute from the continuing struggle to get proper med¬ 
ical care. Homeless and alone, he committed suicide 
in 1990. If the first of all human rights is the right to 
life with dignity, one might ask how much freedom 
Arenas really won, and how much he lost, by fleeing 
Cuba for the United States. 

We should remember that the modern gay and les¬ 
bian rights struggle was inspired by. the movement 
against a previous U.S. attempt to support a corrupt, 
semi-colonial regime in Vietnam. If history is our 
guide, we must reject Dale Carpenter’s hypocritical 
claims and demand an end to the embargo on Cuba 
and the removal of all U.S. military forces from the 
region.

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Gray Davis running 
hard for re-election

HI nyone who believes that 
Jyt Governor Gray Davis’s 
mm time is completely con¬ 
sumed by the state’s ongoing en¬ 
ergy crisis, or that next year’s gu¬ 
bernatorial election is totally off 
the guv’s radar screen, needs only 
to look at some of his recent pub¬ 
lic appearances to realize that the 
2002 governor’s race is very clear¬ 
ly on Davis’s mind. 

Not only has Davis already 
banked a whopping $26 million 
toward his re-election, he has re¬ 
portedly already put together a re- 
election staff that supposedly has 
his 2002 campaign well under 
way. To be sure, Davis is spending 
the majority of his time trying to 
find a solution to California’s elec¬ 
tricity problems, but he is also 
very busy campaigning - well, at 
least making dozens of public ap¬ 
pearances - toward his re-election 
in November 2002. 

A Democratic opponent for 
Davis in the March 2002 primary? 
Not likely, since no Democrat of 
any significance would dare op¬ 
pose the first Democrat to win the 
state’s top office in 16 years. As 
for his Republican oppo¬ 
nent next year, Davis and 
his political operatives 
feel that their eventual 
GOP opponent will be 
California Secretary of 
State Bill Jones, who 
will be termed out of 
his current of¬ 
fice; Jones is the 
only Republi¬ 
can to current¬ 
ly hold a statewide constitutional 
office. 

Jones reportedly feels he can 
use the energy issue as an effective 
political issue against Davis in 
next year’s gubernatorial contest, 
but I wouldn’t be too sure. Davis 
is good - very good - at remind¬ 
ing the press and the voters that he 
“inherited” this energy crisis from 
the Republicans. Indeed it was 
under former Governor Pete 
Wilson that the deregulation took 
place and Davis is only too happy 
to exclaim repeatedly that “I in¬ 
herited this ... 12 years prior to 
my governorship, not a single 
major power plant was built in 
California. Since I became gover¬ 
nor, nine have been approved and 
six are under construction.” 

Can Jones really ride the Cali¬ 
fornia power crisis into a success¬ 
ful bid to replace Davis next year? 

I don’t think so. Besides, Jones 
cannot seem to make up his mind 
as to whether or when he will 
make his candidacy a reality. De¬ 
spite the noises from Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s press agents, 
or the fact that banker William E. 
Simon Jr. has millions of his per¬ 
sonal fortune to spend if he were 
to run for governor, it’s likely nei¬ 
ther will enter the race, so Jones, 
with a pithy $120,000 in current 
campaign funds (compared to $26 
million for Davis) will probably 
end up a Republican sacrificial 
lamb against Davis next year. 

To be sure, political lightning 
could always strike for Jones, but 
it is highly unlikely. So, who would 
be the 800-pound gorilla in a 
Davis-Jones contest? Here’s a clue 
- Davis held a news conference 
one day last week on a lone gravel 
field 20 miles outside Sacramento 
in front of a power plant. Despite 
the fact that he was an hour late 


and little advance press notice had 
been given, eight television cam¬ 
eras and 20 reporters showed up. 

Jones, on the other hand, 
held a highly-touted 
press conference last 
week in Los Angeles, 
one of the country’s 
top media markets, 
and drew two TV 
cameras and six re¬ 
porters. Asked about 
this, an aide to 
Jones com¬ 
plained to the 
Los Angeles 
Times that “the secretary of state 
has no power over energy.” Right, 
and he doesn’t have $26 million in 
campaign funds in the bank ei¬ 
ther. 

The bottom line is that Davis 
has effectively managed to give the 
public the impression that he is 
busy trying to fix the energy crisis, 
and he is being given high marks 
from the public for doing so. 
Davis should be easily re-elected 
next year, and while the energy 
crisis is definitely the major issue 
that state Republicans have 
against the governor, Davis has 
managed to make that very crisis 
work in his favor, despite the 
threat of rolling blackouts, 
dimmed lights, and higher elec¬ 
tricity bills. A Davis-Jones race for 
governor next year should be a 
piece of cake for the governor. 

Politics and people 

At Monday’s Board of Supervi¬ 
sors meeting, the Commission on 
the Status of Women had each su¬ 
pervisor name a woman making 
history to honor, as March is 
Women’s History Month. Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno selected Sarah 
Marshall, co-chair of the city’s 
Transgender Civil Rights Imple¬ 
mentation Task Force. Marshall, a 
business professional, committed 
herself to a visible activist career in 
1997 when she volunteered to serve 
on the board of the Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center. She is com¬ 
mitted to changing society’s per¬ 
spective of transgender people and 
lectures on that topic regularly. 

Democrats in San Jose are say¬ 
ing that Representative Zoe Lof- 
gren (16th District) is growing 
weary of Washington and might 
very well come back to run against 
San Jose Mayor Ron Gonzales 
when his term ends next year; the 


two once served together on the 
Santa Clara County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors and have never been real 
friends. 

And in Los Angeles, my con¬ 
tacts are saying that the April 10 
Los Angeles mayoral race will put 
either millionaire Republican 
businessman Steve Soboroff or 
openly gay Councilman Joel 
Wachs into a runoff against City 
Attorney Jim Hahn; Wachs has 
the better name ID, but Soboroff 
has the personal big bucks for a 
last-minute TV push. 

In Washington, D.C., wags 
from both major parties are say¬ 
ing that the rift between President 
George W. Bush and Senator 
John McCain (R-Arizona) has 
once again reached the point that 
regardless of the outcome of Mc¬ 
Cain’s campaign reform finance 
legislation, the possibility is now 
high that the Arizona maverick is 
already thinking of bolting Bush 
and the GOP in 2004 and seeking 
the presidency as an independent. 

Also in D.C., Dubya is taking a 
lot of heat for caving in to pres¬ 
sure from energy producers (who 
were among his largest campaign 
contributors) by flip-flopping on 
his campaign promise to regulate 
carbon dioxide emissions. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the plan to ease global 
warming and improve the nation’s 
air quality will now take a back 
seat to politics as Bush’s promised 
energy pledge goes up in smoke. 
Pundits of both parties agreed on 
the morning talk shows Sunday 
that Bush’s flip-flop also severely 
undermines the credibility of his 
EPA administrator, Christie 
Todd Whitman. Whitman was in 
Italy recently where she talked, 
about regulating carbon dioxide 
emissions; last week she learned 
shortly before his announcement 
that Bush was abandoning his 
campaign pledge. 

Meanwhile, I’m told you can 
add the name of Supervisor Ger¬ 
ardo Sandoval (District 11) to 
those looking to succeed Shelley 
despite the fact he’s only been in 
his City Hall job a couple of 
months. 

And some Hall of Justice gos¬ 
sips are saying that we can expect 
an “interesting” twist soon in the 
race for public defender between 
incumbent Kimiko Burton and 
her challenger Jeff Adachi.

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Sodomites and 
morality in Texas

& aving produced three of the 
|H| past eight presidents, Texas 
1 i may be in a mood to boast. 
But it has no room for pride about 
continuing to brand its gay citi¬ 
zens as criminals. A recent Texas 
appeals court decision upholding 
the constitutionality of the state’s 
sodomy law only adds to its 
shame. The opinion is not only 
thinly reasoned, but it has the dis¬ 
turbing appearance of judicial ca¬ 
pitulation to political pressure. 

John Geddes Lawrence and Ty¬ 
rone Garner were convicted of vi¬ 
olating the Texas sodomy law (as 
it’s popularly known), which 
makes “deviate sexual intercourse” 
between two people of the same 
sex illegal. “Deviate sexual inter¬ 
course” has a specific statutory de¬ 
finition in Texas but, as you can 
imagine, it includes just about 
anything fun two people can do 
sexually. Before 1974, the law 
equally barred deviate heterosex¬ 
ual intercourse, but state legisla¬ 
tors restricted it to apply only to 
gay sex when they realized the law 
made sodomites of most of their 
constituents. 

Lawrence and Garner appealed 
their convictions to a Houston ap¬ 
peals court. To the surprise of 
many, two out of three Republican 
judges on the appeals court agreed 
that the sodomy law was uncon¬ 
stitutional under the Texas Equal 
Rights Amendment, which pro¬ 
hibits government discrimination 
on the basis of sex. 

That holding was an especially 
brave judicial act. Judges in Texas 
are elected in partisan elections 
following party primaries. Any 
unpopular decision by a Republi¬ 
can judge risks the wrath of the 
extremely loud and well-orga¬ 
nized contingent of religious con¬ 
servatives who dominate the state 
GOP. 

Sure enough, learning of the 
judges’ decision to free the 
sodomites, local Republican Party 
activists, including a county chair¬ 
man, circulated a draft letter de¬ 
manding that the judges reverse 
their decision or resign their of¬ 
fices. 

In this charged atmosphere, the 
state of Texas appealed to the en¬ 


tire, all-Republican appeals court. 
In a 7-2 vote last week, with the 
two judges on the original panel 
sticking to their guns, the appeals 
court held the state sodomy law 
constitutional. The poverty of the 
majority’s reasoning contributes 
to the appearance that the judges 
were influenced more by pressure 
politics than by law. 

Under our constitutional sys¬ 
tem, every law must, at a mini¬ 
mum, be rational. There is no 
place in for purposeless or ar¬ 
bitrary state regulation. 
Further, even judicial 
conservatives agree 
that a law adopted be¬ 
cause of animus against a 
group of people is a viola¬ 
tion of the principle 
that all must enjoy 
the “equal protec¬ 
tion” of the laws. 

Legislative enactments must, at 
the very least, serve a legitimate 
governmental interest. Under set¬ 
tled constitutional latv, the bare 
desire to harm or disadvantage a 
politically unpopular group is not 
a legitimate interest. 

What is the interest served by a 
sodomy law prohibiting deviate 
gay sex, but not deviate straight 
sex? The state of Texas cited only 
one: the preservation of tradition¬ 
al morality. The majority opinion 
called such a justification “almost 
unreviewable,” meaning that 
judges are not free to second- 
guess it. If the state says that a law 
is justified by “morality,” in the 
view of these judges, that is the 
end of the matter. 

The problem with this conclu¬ 
sion is that it is an almost com¬ 
plete abdication of the judicial 
function. It’s one thing to say 
judges should be restrained, and 
cautious, in overturning the deci¬ 
sions of legislative majorities. It’s 
another thing entirely to abandon 
the effort to enforce the Constitu¬ 
tion once the state utters the word 
morality. 

In this case, the state of Texas 
made no attempt to show how a 
same-sex-only sodomy ban ad¬ 
vanced the cause of morality. Laws 
targeting gay sex, and only gay sex, 
are relatively novel in American 
law. They appeared for the first 
time in 1969, the same year as the 
Stonewall riot. Before that, 


sodomy laws applied equally to 
opposite sex couples. Only four 
states other than Texas even have 
such a discriminatory law. What¬ 
ever interest there may be in pre¬ 
serving a sodomy ban between gay 
couples, but not between straight 
couples, it lacks a firm basis in the 
country’s traditions and history. 

A law truly aimed at preserving 
traditional morality would apply 
equally to heterosexual sex. Yet in 
Texas, even unmarried opposite 
sex couples are free to have all 
the deviate sex their loins 
desire. “It is manifestly il¬ 
logical to suggest that 
sodomy, when performed 
by heterosexuals promotes 
morality and family values, 
and that the same 
acts when performed 
by same sex couples, 
denigrates morality 
and family values,” wrote the Re¬ 
publican dissenters. 

Further, if a state need only cite 
some vague “morality” as a justi¬ 
fication for a law, then there are no 
practical limits on a state’s power 
to target particular groups. Any 
law could be justified on that 
basis, even a law that had no real 
purpose other than the impermis¬ 
sible one to reflect society’s ani¬ 
mus toward the group targeted. 
That cannot be right in a consti¬ 
tutional republic. 

The dissenters dismissed the 
state’s talk of preserving tradition¬ 
al morality “as nothing more than 
politically-charged, thinly-veiled, 
animus-driven cliches.” That can¬ 
dor may cost them dearly in the 
next election. 

The case now goes to the court 
of last resort for criminal matters 
in Texas, where Lawrence and Gar¬ 
ner will face nine more Republican 
judges who must survive the next 
GOP primary. After they lose there, 
the next step is the U.S. Supreme 
Court, where the justices will final¬ 
ly have a chance to reverse their 
own mistaken decision to uphold 
a sodomy law 15 years ago. T

Hidden public sex 
OK in Massachusetts

E arlier this month, the Mass¬ 
achusetts State Police re¬ 
leased new guidelines indi¬ 
cating that police would no longer 
automatically arrest people cruis¬ 
ing for or engaging in sex in cer¬ 
tain public areas. According to the 
guidelines, sexual activity at rest 
areas, beaches, parks, and similar 
areas would not be considered il¬ 
legal if it was hidden from public 
view. 

The new policy, released March 
1, is the outcome of a lawsuit filed 
by Gay and Lesbian Advocates and 
Defenders on behalf of a gay man 
who was banned from highway 


rest areas after being convicted of 
having sex with another man in 
the woods near a rest stop in 
Wareham, on Cape Cod. Middle¬ 
sex Superior Court Judge Wendie 
Gershengorn overturned the 
man’s rest area expulsion, leading 
police to issue an informal public 
sex policy in October 1999. 

The recent order, which 
amends the state police manual, is 
a formalization of the 1999 poli¬ 
cy. According to the new guide¬ 
lines, “socializing and expressions 
of affection” should not be con¬ 
sidered sexual conduct, and sexu¬ 
al activity itself is not illegal unless 
there is “substantial risk” that it 
will be observed by a passerby. 
“The state police don’t want to in¬ 


fringe upon anybody’s rights,” said 
state police Captain Robert Bird, 
“and I think this order will help 
clarify exactly what those rights 
are.” 

According to GLAD’s Mary 
Bonauto, many gay men have 
complained over the years that 
they have been harassed by police 
for gathering in public places. Said 
Bonauto, “This order ... is an in¬ 
credibly positive first step. The 
most important thing is that offi¬ 
cers may not order someone to 
leave an area in the absence of 
criminal activity. It doesn’t matter 
that the officer thinks they may 
have unlawful intent. It’s not the 
job of the state police to be the 
thought police.” ▼ 
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What are you, really?

T his time around, my column 
may have a little more vitri¬ 
ol than normal. You see, I re¬ 
cently made a mistake: I turned on 
a television talk show. 

The topic in question had to 
do with transgendered people, of 
course. Transgender-themed 
episodes are a mainstay of talk 
shows. This one, however, in¬ 
trigued me, as it seemed to say 
more to me about the audience of 
the show - and people in general - 
than about those paraded in front 
of the cameras. 

The show’s host would intro¬ 
duce a transman, then encourage 
the audience to shout out their 
guess on whether that person was 
“really” a man or a woman. By 
show’s end, all was revealed, and 
we knew just who was assigned 
male at birth, and who was try¬ 
ing to pull a fast one on the 
eagle-eyed audience mem¬ 
bers. 

I wonder what it 
would be like to line up 
all the talk show hosts, 
and invite a stu¬ 
dio audience to 
decide which 
ones were born 
with a heart, and which ones have 
always been in it simply for the 
ratings and advertiser dollars. But 
talk shows are far too easy to pick 
on. 

This need for the audience to 
point out who was the real man - 
and who was wearing a disguise - 
was what struck me. I was re¬ 
minded of the few times I’ve 
heard strangers shout out their 
best guess as to what I am. It is as 
if they, having figured that there 
was something about me that sets 
me apart from others of my gen¬ 
der, felt some primal need to point 
it out to everyone within earshot. 

It points to a simple fact. A tru¬ 
ism that surprises by its simplicity, 
and shocks by the implications. 
Transgendered people, in our so¬ 
ciety, are viewed as people so 
seemingly dishonest, that we are 
setting out to deceive any time we 
express a preferred gender. 

This fact is visible everywhere. 
News stories always strive to tell 
just what name and gender a 
transperson was given at birth, 
and often wouldn’t even make the 




paper if there wasn’t a transgen¬ 
dered person involved. Whether 
it’s living in an all-women’s dorm 
a la Bosom Buddies , or get¬ 
ting away with murder, 
television and movies 
1 have shown us images of 
people crossdressing in 
order to accomplish their 
insidious goals. Advertise¬ 
ments for 
tequila, razor 
blades, and 

computer virus 
software have marketed them¬ 
selves on pointing out what that 
beautiful woman or blushing 
bride really is. 

The concept that transgen¬ 
dered people are simply out to 
hoodwink others has been at the 
heart of most recent legal issues 
that have been faced by transgen¬ 
dered people, from Christie Lee 
Littleton, whose legally changed 
birth certificate was tossed out be¬ 
cause the Texas courts knew she 
was “really a man,” to an Ohio 
transsexual who was disallowed a 
name change last month in Ohio, 
because - to quote Judge Randy 
Rodgers - “allowing the applicant 
to change his [sic] name to that of 
a woman would be confusing and 
misleading to others.” 

I guess that Judge Rodgers as¬ 
sumes that it won’t be “confusing 
and misleading” when people in¬ 
teract with a person who is pre¬ 
senting as a woman but has a male 
name that they cannot get rid of. 

And that is where the question 
of who we are - that is, who we are 
really - gets a little complicated.

Because I don’t believe that most 
transgendered people are trying to 
deceive anyone about just what we 
are. We’re certainly not trying to 
get away with anything: what’s to 
get away with? Instead, we are try¬ 
ing to show you the truth that we 
carry in our hearts. 

That’s what I am doing. I am 
showing you exactly who I am, 
displaying a truth that goes much 
deeper than my flesh. 

The only time I have truly felt I 
was setting out to deceive anyone 
was while trying to hide my feel¬ 
ings about being transgendered. 
Not that I didn’t learn to do a fine 
job of concealing my feelings. I 
would even say that I became quite 
expert at applying a false persona 
as a mild mannered male. I had it 
all down: I was a master at the 
swagger, and an old hand at being 


the “strong silent type.” 

Only once was I spot¬ 
ted as something other 
than the perfect speci¬ 
men of manhood I so 
desperately tried to por¬ 
tray, and that was back in 
high school when a fe¬ 
male friend of mine, not¬ 
ing my dark glasses and 
bushy facial hair, said 
that it all made me look 
as if I was trying to hide 
something. It took me 
about 15 years, but I re¬ 
cently found her e-mail 
address on the Web and 
let her know that yes, she 
was completely right. 

I gave up trying to de¬ 
ceive. It simply took too 
much energy to try and 
keep up such an elaborate charade, 
even with biology and history as 
willing co-conspirators. But yet, 
when I show who I really am, I end 
up with the equivalent of that talk 
show audience, trying to puzzle 
out what they think I really am. 

How can one strive for honesty 
when their only options are to lie 
about what is in their heart, or be 
called a liar for showing it? How 
can we get to a place where soci¬ 
ety can value the gender I present 
over a gender I was assigned three 
decades ago? 

Maybe it starts with this col¬ 
umn, and I can hope that you’ll 
walk away from reading it with a 
little better understanding of what 
a transperson is doing when we 
lay bare our visions of ourselves 
for the world to see. You’ll see that 
it is honesty we are showing, not 


deception. A truth beyond biolo¬ 
gy. Really. ▼

Anti-gay harassment 
down slightly, but still 
present under DADT

A nti-gay harassment in the 
U.S. military is down slight¬ 
ly from the all time high of 
last year, said Dixon Osburn, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Service- 
members Legal Defense Network. 
He hopes that it is the beginning 
of a trend but admits that it could 
be just a statistical blip. 

That conclusion was part of 
“Conduct Unbecoming: The Sev¬ 
enth Annual Report on ‘Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell, Don’t Pursue, 
Don’t Harass’ (DADT).” It is the 
most recent installment of SLDN’s 
continued evaluation of the poli¬ 
cy, released on March 15. 

“It was like birthing triplets,” 
said Osburn of the report. “It is 
bigger than anything that we’ve 
ever done before. We just have 
more to say.” 

SLDN documented 1,472 vio¬ 
lations of the policy in 2000, down 
from 1,685 the previous year. That 
is a decline of about 12 percent. 
But it still ranked higher by far 
than any other of the five previous 
years that the policy has been in 
existence. 

Because so much public atten¬ 
tion had focused on violations of 
DADT, and new policies had been 
announced, some people had an¬ 
ticipated a greater decline of inci¬ 
dence of anti-gay harassment in 
2000. 

Last March the Pentagon’s in¬ 
spector general issued a report on 
a survey it conducted among 
75,000 service members. It found 
that 80 percent had heard anti-gay 
comments within the military 
during the previous year, while 37 
percent had witnessed or experi-

enced anti-gay harassment. A ma¬ 
jority said that their leaders took 
no steps to condone or control 
that harassment. 

Then in July the Department 
of Defense adopted an Anti-Ha¬ 
rassment Action Plan. However, 
the SLDN report slammed the 
Pentagon brass for failing to issue 
orders implementing that plan. 

It called that failure “inexcus¬ 
able” and “irresponsible” in light 
of the anti-gay murders of sailor 
Alan Schindler in 1992 and soldier 
Barry Winchell in 1999, and the 
widespread nature of harassment 
as documented by the military’s 
own studies. 

The report singled out the 
Army for going farthest in imple¬ 
menting training programs to 
stop harassment and in holding 
officers accountable for the at¬ 
mosphere and incidents in their 
command. The other services 
have done relatively little in these 
areas. 

Osburn speculated that this 
was because the latest incident 


that gained widespread public at¬ 
tention, Winchell’s murder and 
the trial of his killers, focused at¬ 
tention on the Army. The decline 
in total number of incidents over 
the past year occurred primarily 
in the Army. 

SLDN’s data indicated that of¬ 
ficers seem to be “asking” about 
sexual orientation less frequently 
than before, while rank and file 
service members continue to “ask” 
of their peers. This suggests that 
real and fair implementation of 
DADT is beginning to seep down 
into the field, but still has a long 
way to go. 

The report said, “If military 
leaders are committed to stopping 
questions about sexual orienta¬ 
tion, they must discourage enlist¬ 
ed members from harassing each 
other about their personal lives.” 
It called for full implementation 
of training and accountability in 
administering DADT. Account¬ 
ability should apply “not only 
those who engage in harassment, 
but those who condone it.” 

Pentagon spokesman Admiral 
Craig Quigley said that Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld intends 
to issue an anti-harassment direc¬ 
tive, but “in the meantime, there 
should be no doubt in any service 
member’s mind that their service 
does not tolerate harassment.” 

“We now stand at a political 
crossroads,” said Osburn. “The 
question is whether the Bush ad¬ 
ministration will do what the 
Clinton administration failed to 
do and enforce DADT with fair¬ 
ness and compassion.” ▼

Warriors fan wants apology from Kings 
player for alleged anti-gay , racist outburst

Ift Warriors season ticket 
mm owner, Michael Ching, is 

1 demanding an apology 
from Sacramento Kings player 
Jason Williams for what Ching 
and other witnesses say was an 
outburst from Williams of anti¬ 
gay and racist remarks at a game 
last month. 

Ching told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Williams began his 
tirade at a game in the Oakland 
Arena on February 28 after he 
shouted toward Williams: “Hey 
Jason, get used to sitting on the 
bench.” 

Ching said Williams respond¬ 
ed, “Are you gay? Are you a fag? 

“I will shoot you Asian mother¬ 
fucker. Do you remember the Viet¬ 
nam War? I’ll kill y’all just like that.” 

According to Ching and other 
witnesses, Williams gestured with 
his hands like he was shooting a 
gun while he was making machine 
gun noises. 

“It doesn’t really affect you 
until a couple of minutes later 
where you think, what happens if 
I run into this guy in the street? 
And talking about Asian Ameri¬ 
cans in that way, that’s really dis¬ 
tressful,” Ching said. “My mom 


was interned a-t the Japanese in¬ 
ternment camps and my dad was 
in Pearl Harbor during the bomb¬ 
ing and his brothers helped to put' 
out the fires. If there’s anyone who 
is truly American, we are.” 

Ching filed a formal com¬ 
plaint, and as a result, Williams 
was fined $15,000. Ching said one 
of the Kings owners, Joe Maloof, 
apologized to him in a phone call 
last week. This week, he also got a 
letter of apology and a Kings jack¬ 
et from the team’s vice president 
of public relations. But Ching said 
he has yet to get an apology from 
Williams. An apology, Ching said, 
Williams owes to the Asian Amer¬ 
ican community. 

“The Kings have been standup 
guys,” Ching told the B.A.R. “They 
know that something happened 
and they’re trying to make 
amends for that, but it’s not for 
them to make amends for. He’s the 
one who made the comments; he 
should be accountable for that.” 

Kings’ spokesman, Troy Han¬ 
son, told the B. A. R. that the team 
is satisfied with the NBA’s investi¬ 
gation and fining of Williams. 
The Kings organization considers 
the matter closed, he said. When 
asked whether Williams would 
apologize to Ching, Hanson said, 
“That’s between them.” 


“If he was a real man, he’d do 
that but apparently now he’s com¬ 
ing back and saying that he was 
provoked.” 

Ching added that good-na¬ 
tured ribbing of the opposing 
team is something fans have al¬ 
ways done. 

“I sit right behind the visitors’ 
bench along with the other season 
ticket holders and we make com¬ 
ments like that all the time with 
the visiting team. It’s just talk 
about basketball. I don’t boo but 
if someone’s shooting bad, I’ll re¬ 
mind them of that during the 
game, as just a fan of the game. A 
lot of times, they’ll come back 
with, ‘Ya, but look who’s in last 
place,’ or ‘Look at the scoreboard,’ 
or something like that but in this 
case he just came back at me.” 

In response to Ching’s allega¬ 
tions, Williams told reporters that 
he was provoked, claiming Ching 
called him a “skinhead” and 
“racist.” Ching vehemently denies 
that. 

Williams, 25, has had more 
than his share of troubles. He was 
suspended earlier this season for 
five games for violating NBA drug 
policy and was previously fined 
$10,000 for profane remarks he 
made to fans after a loss in San 
Antonio last November. T

Gay Health Care Since 1979

G ay and lesbian relationships 
continued to be a political 
football in the legislatures of 
two New England states this past 
week. And while the rhetoric often 
was hot and heavy, there is a grow¬ 
ing sense that perhaps the fervor 
of the body politic has broken and 
calmer days lay ahead. 

The Vermont House passed 
legislation banning gay marriage 
on March 16 after three hours of 
highly charged debate. They did 
so by amending the law to define 
marriage as between a man and a 
woman. 

That chamber is now dominat¬ 
ed by Republicans who won con¬ 
trol in the November election 
with the theme of “Take back Ver¬ 
mont,” a reaction to legislation on 


gay civil unions enacted earlier in 
the year under pressure from the 
state supreme court. 

But the House vote is likely to 
have no practical effect. It does 
not affect civil unions. Further¬ 
more, it is highly unlikely to even 
come up for a vote in the Senate, 
which is controlled by Democrats. 

“There is no confusion on 
what marriage is and what it is 
not. So why the need to clarify this 
further?” said openly gay Repre¬ 
sentative Robert Dostis. His col¬ 
league, Bill Lippert, who also is 
gay, called it “a political bill ... 
payback to the right wing.” 

In Connecticut, the judiciary 
committee of the State Assembly 
held a hearing on legal recogni¬ 
tion of same gender couples. More 
than 300 people packed the March 
16 meeting that lasted five and a 
half hours. Supporters Wore yel¬ 


low stickers bearing the word “Eq¬ 
uity,” while opponents chose teal 
and the slogan “Marriage has 
meaning.” 

Gay and lesbian couples testi¬ 
fied that even after years and 
sometimes decades of a commit¬ 
ted relationship they feared being 
denied access to their partner in 
times of medical emergency. They 
told of unequal treatment in dis¬ 
pensing survivor’s benefits and 
the taxing and transference of es¬ 
tates. 

Auxiliary Bishop of Hartford 
Peter A. Rosazza spoke for Con¬ 
necticut’s six Catholic bishops 
when he said, “The indispensable 
good of family to society is eroded 
when de facto unions, i.e, the co¬ 
habitation of two heterosexual or 
homosexual persons with an im¬ 
plied sexual relationship, are con¬ 
sidered equivalent to marriage.” 


Homophobic bullying 
ignored in school shootings 


Some Republican legislators 
suggested that legalizing gay rela¬ 
tionships would lead to similar 
recognition of incestuous and 
polygamous ones. But Republican 
Governor John Rowland reserved 
judgment on the matter until leg¬ 
islation was passed. 

No legislation recognizing 
same gender relationships was 
pending at the time of the hear¬ 
ing, though openly gay Represen¬ 
tative Art Feldman has said he will 
soon introduce a measure to rec¬ 
ognize gay civil unions.

11 t has been more than two 

weeks since Charles Andrew 
m “Andy” Williams brought a gun 
to Southern California’s Santana 
High School, shooting and killing 
two of his classmates and injuring 
more than a dozen. While much 
of the aftermath discussion from 
authorities and the media has fo¬ 
cused on his depression and ac¬ 
counts of his being the target of 
bullies, very little has been done to 
explore reports that Williams, like 
many teens who have gone on 
school shooting rampages, was 
taunted with all-too-familiar 
derogatory statements that at¬ 
tacked his sexuality and/or man¬ 
hood. 

The silence is deafening, ac¬ 
cording to the Gay, Lesbian, 
Straight Education Network, the 
national organization working to 
combat homophobia in schools. 

“In five of the eight major 
school shootings, the word ‘faggot’ 


or ‘gay’ has been present, and that 
pattern is under-reported,” Jim 
Anderson, spokesman for GLSEN, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “We 
know that if five of the eight in¬ 
stances involved the same rock 
group or video game, journalists 
would be asking questions. Here, 
people are looking through the 
facts to reach any other conclu¬ 
sion, and we think that’s a prob¬ 
lem.” 

How the words “faggot” and 
“gay” are used interchangeably to 
de-masculinize males, and how 
males respond to those taunts, is 
one avenue the media should be 
exploring, according to Anderson, 
who acknowledges that bullies 
who use anti-gay taunts do not al¬ 
ways consciously associate the 
words with homosexuality, but do 
carry the knowledge that being 
gay is something not expected of 
real men. 

“The way the word is used in 
schools should provoke analysis,” 
he said. “We want to be crystal 
clear that we’re not suggesting 


anti- gay epithets were the straw 
that broke the camel’s back in this 
case. But not even addressing the 
consistent presence of such epi¬ 
thets is a way of accepting their 
rampant, pervasive use. Those 
who have the power to ask ques¬ 
tions and have decided not to are 
in effect: preserving the status 
quo.” ▼

ACT UP/Philly member 
cleared of charges

O n March 12, ACT 
UP/Philadelphia member 
Kate Sorenson was acquitted 
of all felony charges stemming 
from an arrest last summer at the 
Republican National Convention. 

Sorenson was among 400 
demonstrators arrested for partic¬ 
ipating in demonstrations sur¬ 
rounding the RNC in August; ac¬ 
tivists were protesting the death 
penalty, poor health care in pris¬ 
ons, and the lack of access to af¬ 
fordable AIDS drugs, among 
other issues. 

Sorenson, who has been a 
member of ACT UP for 15 years, 
first in Los Angeles and then in 
Philadelphia, was arrested while 
walking through a park talking on 
a cell phone. Evidence presented 
at the trial indicated that police 


had her under surveillance for 
several months. Sorenson, two 
other ACT UP/Philadelphia 
members, and John Sellers of the 
Ruckus Society were branded as 
“ringleaders” of the protests and 
held on unprecedented bails as 
high as $1 million. Defense attor¬ 
ney Lawrence Krasner called the 
bails “unconscionable, ridiculous 
... and completely off. the map 
from the norm.” Sorenson was 
held in jail for 10 days. 

Sorenson was charged with 10 
misdemeanor and 10 felony 
counts, including rioting, risking 
a catastrophe, and conspiracy. Last 
Monday, after a three-day trial, a 
jury cleared her of all felonies. She 
was found guilty of a single mis¬ 
demeanor charge of criminal mis¬ 
chief, based on $1,800 worth of 
assessed damage that occurred 
during the protest. 

“The city of Philadelphia was 


willing to give me 20 years of jail 
time for $1,800 worth of damage 
that I was nowhere near. There is 
no evidence that I did any of it,” 
Sorenson told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Demonstrating does not 
equal rioting.” 

Sorenson was the first defen¬ 
dant with felony charges stem¬ 
ming from the RNC actions to 
face a jury; 10 other felony defen¬ 
dants await trial. According to 
Sorenson, in the trials held so far 
over 90 percent of the defendants 
have been acquitted. 

A sentencing hearing is sched¬ 
uled for May 1, and Sorenson and 
her attorneys are considering ap¬ 
pealing the remaining conviction. 
“My family and I thank those who 
have supported me over the past 
months of uncertainty,” she said. 
“I’m ready to go back to what I’m 
supposed to be doing, which is 
being an AIDS activist.” V

ied widely. We evaluated this on a 
case-by-case basis. [The decision] 
was not contextual to the merger. 

“We had conversations with 
community activists, with many 
people,” she said. “The decision to 
remove the room was part of a 
larger holistic reevaluation of the 
community services we offer. Part 
of it was talking to organizations 
like Stop AIDS and the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation to find 
ways we can still provide places for 
them to promote their education.” 

The Stop AIDS Project uses an 
educational outreach model, on¬ 
line and offline, that provides fac¬ 


tual material to people so they can 
make choices. 

Good guys? 

Sister MaryMae Himm, of the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
and an HIV-prevention educator, 
saw the chat room issue as a moot 
point. 

“Gay.com is trying to ride the 
sensationalism bandwagon,” he 
told the B.A.R. By closing the 
room about a year after it was 
opened, “they’re scapegoating, 
pulling out from the fringes. They 
can appear to be good guys.” 

Himm, who has written opin¬ 
ion pieces for the B.A.R ., opposes 
the use of the term “barebacking.” 
“I’m a man who occasionally has 
sex without condoms,” he said. A 


photo of his naked body, which 
appeared in an advertisement on 
a barebacking Web site last year, 
ran on the newspaper’s front page 
last summer. 

Kennedy said that Gay.com’s 
view was that it should not pro¬ 
vide a venue which appeared to 
“promote unsafe sex” practices. 
She did not have figures for room 
usage by members, but said that 
the firm’s Web site personnel had 
surveyed occupants by their 
screen names. 

“We looked repeatedly, and 
every user was simultaneously in 
other rooms,” she added. “When 
we removed the barebacking 
room we put up message boards 
where people can talk, and there’s 
plenty of information content.” ▼

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AB25 moves out of committee

D og-attack victim Diane 
Whipple’s partner, Sharon 
Smith, testified before the 
state Assembly Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee last Tuesday, March 13, at¬ 
tempting to persuade its members 
to support AB25, a bill designed to 
increase the rights of domestic 
partners in California. 

AB25’s conservative opponents 
were no match for Smith’s emo¬ 
tional testimony and without de¬ 
bate committee members ap¬ 
proved the bill by a vote of 8-1. 

Smith, who has filed a civil suit 
against the caretakers of the dogs 
that mauled and killed her part¬ 
ner, came to the Capitol to plead 
for laws that would support her 
right to sue for the pain and suf¬ 
fering inflicted upon her by the 
death of Whipple. Currently, Cal¬ 
ifornia law does not recognize the 
right of a domestic partner to seek 
compensation for negligent death. 

There was complete silence in 
the Jesse Unruh Assembly Hearing 
Room as Smith began her solemn 
testimony, recounting January 26 
when her partner was fatally 
mauled by a neighbor’s dogs while 
struggling to get into the couple’s 
San Francisco apartment. 

“When I learned there was no 
law to support my right to hold 
those accountable for Diane’s 
death, I couldn’t believe it,” said 
Smith. “To say this added insult to 
injury is a gross understatement.” 
Smith concluded by asking com¬ 
mittee members “to honor who 
Diane was to me” by supporting 
the bill. 

The bill’s author, Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-SF), 
testified before Smith and argued 
that the 11 rights embodied with¬ 
in AB25 pale in comparison to the 
“1,400 benefits” and responsibili¬ 
ties currently afforded married 
couples. “These are reasonable 


and equitable benefits,” Migden 
explained to committee members. 
“If my bill were enacted today, Ms. 
Smith would have the right to sue 
those responsible for her partner’s 
death.” Migden cited unnamed 
polls indicating that “50 to 60 per¬ 
cent” of Californians support em¬ 
ployment, insurance, and equity 
benefits covered in AB25. 

Sacramento attorney Tim 
Smith (no relation to Sharon 
Smith) joined a cadre of conserv¬ 
ative and religious groups to voice 
opposition to AB25. Acknowledg¬ 
ing Sharon Smith’s testimony and 
Whipple’s death as “a tragedy,” 
Tim Smith berated AB25 as a bla¬ 
tant attempt to circumvent 
Proposition 22, an initiative 
passed by voters last year that 
states marriage in the state is lim¬ 
ited to those between one man 
and one woman. “I am here in de¬ 
fense of family and marriage,” said 
Tim Smith. “This bill essentially 
attempts to amend Article 2, Sec¬ 
tion 10 of Proposition 22,” where 
the proposition states that the 
government will not provide mar¬ 
riage rights to domestic partners. 

Tim Smith cited a case heard 
before the California Supreme 
Court to make the claim that AB25 
is an illegal attempt to promote 
and protect gay marriage. Other 
conservative representatives made 
similar claims that AB25 circum¬ 
vents the will of the California vot¬ 
ers who supported Proposition 22. 
Opposing Migden’s bill were rep¬ 
resentatives from Campaign for 
California Families, Capitol Re¬ 
source Trust, and the Capitol Eagle 
Forum as well as individuals from 
religious groups. “We’re not the- 
radicals here,” said an opponent. 
“No major religion or government 
has ever supported these sort of 
rights for homosexual couples. It’s 
unconscionable to grant 11 mar¬ 
riage rights to unmarried couples,” 
he said.

Australian homosexuals 
in a winning mood

A lyson Annan, a member of 
the Australian women’s 
hockey team, has gone pub¬ 
lic with her relationship with the 
Dutch women’s hockey team cap¬ 
tain, Carol Thate. 

Annan, 27, who scored a gold 
medal at last year’s Sydney 
Olympic Games and holds the In¬ 
ternational Player of the Year title, 
admitted that she is in her first gay 
relationship following the dissolu¬ 
tion of her marriage. 

“Few women athletes admit it 
publicly, although there are hun¬ 
dreds, thousands out there [in re¬ 
lationships with women],” Annan 
said in an interview to the Sun- 
Herald. 

She expressed the hope that 
her coming out “may benefit peo¬ 
ple in the same situation who do 
not want to say anything or tell 
their friends and family.” 

Annan has already moved to 
Amsterdam to live with Thate 
while it remains to be seen if she 
is going to keep her place on the 
Australian hockey team - the 
Hockeyroos. 

A group of Australian sports¬ 
men and sportswomen took part 
in the gay Mardi Gras parade held 
in Sydney on March 3. Further¬ 
more, there is a growing number 


of people not only in the field of 
sports, but also in politics who are 
coming out in Australia. 

Last month’s elections in West¬ 
ern Australia saw a dramatic in¬ 
flux of openly lesbian and gay 
politicians to the local parliament. 

Among those elected was for¬ 
mer gay and lesbian rights lobby¬ 
ist, Louise Pratt. She is only the sec¬ 
ond openly lesbian politician in the 
Western Australia Upper House. 

Pratt, who won a seat as a 
member of the Labor Party, was 
one of 15 openly homosexual can¬ 
didates who ran in the Western 
Australia state election. In fact, ac¬ 
cording to the local media, this 
state presently has at least twice as 
many openly gay and lesbian 
politicians as the rest of the coun¬ 
try combined. 

John Hyde, who won a seat in 
Perth, the capital of Western Aus¬ 
tralia, has become the first openly 
gay man to be elected to a Lower 
House position. 

“I would like to see anti-dis¬ 
crimination and age of consent 
legislation completed this year,” 
said Pratt. She noted that Western 
Australia currently has the worst 
age of consent laws for gay males 
[21 years of age] in the western 
world. 

She said that, “We’ve already 
spoken to the attorney general

ment of the hearing came when a 
representative from Campaign for 
California Families pulled out a 
copy of the book The Pink Swasti¬ 
ka and began to cite homosexual¬ 
ity for the atrocities of Nazi Ger¬ 
many. Committee Chair Darrell 
Steinberg (D-Sacramento) inter¬ 
rupted the man and he left the 
hearing. 

Lesbian Assemblywoman 
Christine Kehoe (D-San Diego), 
who sits on the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee, made an emotional state¬ 
ment about her own long-term 
relationship while appealing to 
her colleagues to support the bill. 
“It’s the most important part of 
my life,” she said. Kehoe also ad¬ 
dressed an argument by AB25’s 
opponents that Sharon Smith 
wasn’t legally Whipple’s domestic 


partner. “It’s a Catch-22 for gay 
and lesbian couples,” explained 
Kehoe, who pointed out gays and 
lesbians are criticized for wanting 
the right to marry and then for 
not being more public. 

Kehoe also addressed the claim 
that AB25 would be costly to busi¬ 
nesses and taxpayers. “I was a city 
council member and in 1994 in 
San Diego we passed domestic 
partnership and there was virtual¬ 
ly no added cost to taxpayers,” she 
said. 

Other committee members 
speaking out in support of the bill 
were Steinberg, Hannah-Beth 
Jackson (D-Santa Barbara), John 
Longville (D-San Bernardino), 
Kevin Shelley (D-San Francisco), 
and Howard Wayne (D-San 
Diego). 


Shelley stated that he believes 
opposition to AB25 “is rooted in 
hatred.” Wayne noted that “be¬ 
tween 1,300 and 1,500 legal bene¬ 
fits and responsibilities are pro¬ 
vided to married couples, this bill 
supplies just 11. This bill is not an 
end run around Proposition 22, 
it’s not a marriage bill.” Wayne 
joked that Migden’s ability to 
draw a crowd was impressive, but 
her bill hardly deserved such at¬ 
tention. 

State Senator John Burton (D- 
San Francisco) announced he will 
sign on as a sponsor of the bill. 

Groups who voiced support 
for AB25 included the California 
Alliance for Pride and Equality, 
the National Association of Social 
Workers, the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union, the California Nurs¬ 
es Association, the city of West 
Hollywood, the city of Berkeley, 
the California Teachers Associa¬ 
tion, the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, the American Associ¬ 
ation of Retired Persons, and the 
Gray Panthers. 

The lone vote against AB25 
came from Assemblyman Robert 
Pacheco (R-Walnut), who cited 
income and estate tax exemptions 
as his reasons for not supporting 
the bill. Migden stated that “nei¬ 
ther issue is covered” by her bill. 
Pacheco failed to note the irony of 
his argument that AB25 “separates 
out a group of people for certain 
rights. When we start doing that, 
we’re making a mistake and I can’t 
support that.” Pacheco supported 
proposition 22, which separated 
out gay and lesbian relationships 
to deny them equal rights. ▼

Pipeline AIDS drugs

reakthroughs in medicine 
are few and far between. If 
1' P drug discoveries were more 
common there would be no need 
to do research because there 
would be no disease. But, over the 
continuum of time with a few 
breakthroughs, there has been rel¬ 
atively good progress in AIDS. 
Still, we dre faced with uncertain¬ 
ty with the available drugs and 
their inherent flaws. And despite 
the progress with drug develop¬ 
ment, the ultimate cure remains as 
illusive as ever. 

The recent Retrovirus and Op¬ 
portunistic Infections conference 
in Chicago presented no big 
breakthroughs like the Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference in Van¬ 
couver in 1996, where protease in¬ 
hibitors hit the radar screen. How¬ 
ever, despite the lack of earth- 
shattering news there are several 
drugs in the pipeline, and impor¬ 
tant new fields of discovery in 
order to develop better drugs. The 
research in AIDS is at a point 
where scientists are able to avail 
computer technologies and learn 
from past mistakes so that unique 
discoveries can now be made. 

The 14 drugs used today to 
fight HIV are clearly inadequate at 
completely controlling HIV re¬ 
production. Used in combination, 
HIV chemotherapy also has its 
toxic side effects and if drugs are 
not taken correctly they will be¬ 
come less effective over time. New 
candidates for HIV need to be de¬ 
veloped that will be less toxic, eas¬ 
ier to take, and obviously more ef¬ 
fective. 

At the conference in a closing 
lecture by Dr. Roy Gulick, from 
Cornell University, a very com¬ 
plete and comprehensive picture 
of where we stand with HIV ther¬ 
apy was presented. Gulick spoke 
of the challenges and needs of 
HIV research with respect to an¬ 
tiviral therapy. Adherence, toxici¬ 
ty, activity, and resistance are the 
challenges in current treatment of 
HIV. Each challenge presents a 
need for better therapies to be de¬ 
veloped for people who have 
never been treated, those who 
need to maintain treatment, and 
those who need to construct sal¬ 
vage regimens. Existing drugs 
need to be improved, and newly 
developed drugs must be made 
better. Drugs need to be more 
convenient and easier to take with 
fewer side effects and improved 
activity against both wild type and 
resistant forms of HIV. Research 
needs to focus on viral reservoirs 
where HIV can hide out, and new 
targets for stopping HIV must be 
discovered. 

It is encouraging that several 
older drugs are improving in con¬ 
venience and dosing, thus lower¬ 
ing side effects without jeopardiz¬ 
ing effectiveness or causing resis¬ 
tance. Starting with the nucleoside 


analogs, AZT will be made as a 
time-released drug in a twice- 
daily dose. AZT has been com¬ 
bined with 3TC and now the two 
are combined with Abacavir, cut¬ 
ting down on the overall number 
of pills, ddl is now a once a day 
pill, enteric coated for better ab¬ 
sorption. The drug d4T also will 
be available in a time-released 100 
mg. pill to be taken once a day. 

Protease inhibitors, perhaps 
the most burdensome to people 
with AIDS in terms of toxicity and 
the number of pills taken, have 
made some improvements. 
Saquinavir was made into a soft 
cell capsule (Fortavase) several 
years ago, making it more ab¬ 
sorbable. Nelfinavir (Vira- 
cept) is now a twice a day 
dosing in 625 mg. 
pills. Ritonavir , 

(Norvir) is now 
proven to enhance the 
levels of Saquinavir, 
Nelfinavir, and Ampre- 
navir (Angenerase) and is 
made into a co¬ 
formulation with 
the newly re¬ 
leased Lopinavir 
(Kaletra). New protease inhibitors 
such as Tipranivir, BMS-232, and 
mozenavir seem to be effective 
against PI resistant virus; a real 
issue with the current protease in¬ 
hibitors. 

Probably the biggest issue with 
developing new non-nucleoside 
drugs is cross resistance with cur¬ 
rent available drugs. This means 
that people who take an older 
drug usually becomes resistant to 
other drugs in the same class. 
Since this is the biggest obstacle 
with non-nucleosides, all new 
drugs in development appear to 
not be cross resistant with the 
older drugs such as nevirapine 
and Sustiva. 

One nucleoside guanine drug, 
DAPD, effective against AZT and 
3TC resistant virus, is in early 
human testing. In an early study 
of patients who have used AZT 
and 3TC, 500 mg. of DAPD twice 
a day decreased virus two logs 
from baseline levels. Capravirine, 
an NNRTI has also been shown to 
be effective against NNRTI resis¬ 
tant virus, but development is on 
hold due to a severe toxic problem 
seen in dogs. TMC-120 has been 
shown to be effective against the 
common NNRTI mutation, K103. 
These drugs are exclusively made 
to work against NNRTI mutated 
virus. They are in early Phase I/II 
development and larger human 
studies need to be completed be¬ 
fore we will know how effective 
they will be. 

New targets to stop virus repli¬ 
cation are producing new genera¬ 
tions of HIV drugs. Tenofovir, a 
drug written about previously in 
this column, has recently opened 
in an expanded access program. 
The nucleotide drug is active 
against many nucleoside resistant 
viruses and may enable a “resensi¬ 
tization” to a crucial 184 muta¬ 


tion. The drug, administered once 
a day, may turn out to be more 
potent than its cousin adefovir 
that was denied approval by the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
and may be an important addition 
to a new combination for salvage 
patients. 

A veritable new field of re¬ 
search and development has 
opened up with the HIV entry in¬ 
hibitor drugs. The compounds 
prevent entry, attachment or fu¬ 
sion of HIV to the host cell. Peo¬ 
ple are most familiar with the fu¬ 
sion inhibitor T-20 because it is 
furthest along in development. 
There is also second-generation 
fusion inhibitor T-1249 that will 
not be cross resistant to T-20 and 

appears to be 2-100 times 
more active. 

Other promising 
entry inhibitor candi¬ 
dates are attachment 
inhibitors and co-recep¬ 
tor inhibitors (possibly 
useful against the CXCR4 
and CCR5 co-re¬ 
ceptors) that are 
much earlier in 
development. 
There is also talk about using 
these drugs in combination since 
they may have a synergistic effect. 
These strategies offer great hope 
but unfortunately most, but not 
all of them must be administered 
by a needle. As exciting as the new 
attachment inhibitor field is for 
new strategies especially for peo¬ 
ple who have tried all the existing 
drugs, caution must be used as the 
drugs are all in early stages of de¬ 
velopment. 

Gulick listed several other 
classes of HIV drugs, being re¬ 
searched. DC-sign inhibitors, reg¬ 
ulatory protein inhibitors, un¬ 
coating inhibitors, assembly in¬ 
hibitors, capsid protein polymer¬ 
ization inhibitors, RNAase H in¬ 
hibitors, and even integrase and 
zinc finger inhibitors, drugs 
thought to be useless, are back in 
development. And there are ad¬ 
junctive therapies that aid in the 
effectiveness of certain antivirals. 
The good news is that there are 
dozens of new drugs in develop¬ 
ment for HIV. Unfortunately new 
drug candidates have a high rate 
of failure for one reason or anoth¬ 
er, so the more possibilities, the 
more hope there is. 

At the retrovirus conference it 
was encouraging to see so many 
drugs in the pipeline, despite the 
research lag during the last few 
years as protease inhibitors 
seemed to provide a false sense 
that the cure for AIDS had ar¬ 
rived. Drug research is a lengthy 
trial and error process that is very 
expensive and until more human 
studies are completed, we won’t 
know how toxic or effective the 
pipeline drugs may turn out to be. 
But, as we learn more about HIV, 
the drugs, effects on the cell and 
the body, there will be new hope 
for better treatments for all peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS. T

about that and he has given a com¬ 
mitment to those reforms this year.” 

The attorney general, according 
to Pratt, has also agreed to estab¬ 
lish a gay and lesbian community 
committee to do its own review of 
Western Australia’s legislation. 

A recent survey by the Aus¬ 
tralian Democrats showed that pri¬ 
ority issues for gays and lesbians 
down under are those of “the re¬ 
moval of concrete barriers of dis¬ 


crimination” since that is what af¬ 
fects them most in their daily lives. 

However, the survey proved 
that relationship recognition was 
the most important personal 
issue. Twelve percent of those sur¬ 
veyed said that workplace or 
school yard homophobia was 
their priority issue. 

In several Australian states les¬ 
bians and single heterosexual 
women still do not have access to 
fertility services because of state 
laws. 

Citizens and permanent resi¬ 
dents of Australia are allowed to 


have their partners live with them 
provided that “for the period of 12 
months immediately preceding the 
date of application” they had a 
“mutual commitment to a shared 
life, the relationship was genuine 
and continuing and had been liv¬ 
ing together on a permanent basis.” 

However, at present, the battle 
rages on for the Superannuation 
Bill which seeks to amend the Su¬ 
perannuation Industry (Supervi¬ 
sion) Act of 1993 and to remove 
discrimination against same-sex 
couples in respect of superannua¬ 
tion benefits. Y

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BMS allows off- 
patent d4T production

L ast Wednesday, March 14, 
Bristol-Myers Squibb 
(BMS) announced that it 
would allow other companies to 
produce cheaper generic versions 
of its nucleoside analog drug d4T 
(stavudine, marketed as Zerit) for 
sale to South Africa. 

The announcement came 
amid worldwide controversy over 
intellectual property laws limiting 
drug access in poor countries, 
which has been spotlighted by an 
ongoing lawsuit by the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Manufacturers’ Associa¬ 
tion against the South African 
government. BMS is one of 39 
drug companies taking part in the 
suit, which went to trial on March 
5 but was delayed until mid- 
April. 

According to BMS Executive 
Vice President John McGoldrick, 
“This is not about profits and 
patents; it’s about poverty and a 
devastating disease. We seek no 
profits on AIDS drugs in Africa, 
and we will not let our patents be 
an obstacle.” It remains unclear 
whether BMS will offer licenses to 
other companies that wish to pro¬ 
duce anti-HIV drugs, or instead 
will decline to enforce its patent. 

BMS also announced in a press 
release that it would reduce the 
combined price of d4T and ddl 
(didanosine, or Videx) to about $1 
per day for all African countries 
participating in the ACCESS pro¬ 
gram, a joint initiative sponsored 
by the United Nations and five 
drug companies. The combined 
U.S. price for d4T and ddl is about 
$10,000 annually. The recom¬ 
mended standard triple therapy 
for HIV requires that the two nu¬ 
cleoside analog drugs be used 


with a protease inhibitor. So far, 
four countries (the Ivory Coast, 
Rwanda, Senegal, and Uganda) 
have agreed to take part in the 
program; other countries remain 
concerned about keeping open 
their option to produce or import 
cheaper drugs. BMS also said it 
plans to donate $15 million to 
help African countries promote 
“local solutions” to deal with 
AIDS. 

The drug company made its 
announcement in the wake of 
protests against Yale University, 
which initially developed d4T. Yale 
holds the patent on the drug, but 
maintains a licensing contract 
with BMS. The humanitarian 
group Medecins Sans Fron- 
tieres/Doctors Without Borders 
and Yale law students pressured 
the university to allow South 
Africa to import generic d4T. Yale 
indicated that it had “removed all 
barriers” that would prevent BMS 
from allowing the manufacture of 
generic versions of the drug. Ac¬ 
cording to press releases issued 
last week, the university was “grat¬ 
ified that Yale’s efforts paved the 
way for the significant action an¬ 
nounced by Bristol-Myers,” and 
that it would “continue to encour¬ 
age all pharmaceutical companies 
to make their AIDS drugs afford¬ 
able and widely available in 
Africa.” 

South Africa’s Treatment Ac¬ 
tion Campaign called the BMS 
move “a major victory” for AIDS 
treatment activists. Kate Krauss of 
ACT UP/Philadelphia, which has 
spearheaded protests against 
patent restrictions on AIDS drugs, 
said that the BMS initiative is 
“groundbreaking,” in that it is the 
“the first time that a U.S. drug 
company has acknowledged that 
generic drugs are the key to saving 


lives.” TAC and ACT UP are both 
part of the Health GAP Coalition, 
which has been working for the 
past two years to increase access to 
drugs in poor countries. 

Last Friday, the Health GAP 
Coalition sent a letter to BMS ask¬ 
ing the company to issue “non-ex¬ 
clusive, voluntary, royalty-free li¬ 
censes to any bona fide manufac¬ 
turer or distributor - whether 
government, NGO, or private 
company - to use their intellectu¬ 
al property for HIV/AIDS drugs,” 
and to extend such licenses to all 
non-OECD (less developed) 
countries and Mexico. According 
to the letter, the lives of people 
with AIDS in these countries “are 
no less important than those in 
Africa.” Health GAP also asked 
BMS to open its books, establish a 
research fund, and “agree not to 
sue or pressure countries that are 
undertaking measures to make es¬ 
sential medicines available to their 
people.” 

Activists continue to demand 
that BMS withdraw from the 
South African lawsuit, a move the 
company has resisted because the 
suit is “aimed at protecting their 
rights to all prescription drugs, 
not just AIDS drugs.” In San Fran¬ 
cisco, as the Bay Area Reporter 
went to press, a demonstration 
outside a BMS-sponsored gala re¬ 
ception at the National AIDS Up¬ 
date Conference on March 21 was 
scheduled to go forward. 

Activists, including members 
of ACT UP/East Bay, Global Ex¬ 
change, and Survive AIDS, 
planned to ask attendees to boy¬ 
cott the BMS reception and to 
“question their relationships to 
the pharmaceutical companies 
which are involved in the lawsuit 
against the government of South 
Africa.” T

Award 

ennui 

‘Oscar Fever’ is 
dull and error-filled

I f you’re going to write a serious 
book about the Academy Awards, 
then fill it with lively prose, juicy 
anecdotes, and get your facts cor¬ 
rect. Alas, Em¬ 
manuel Levy’s 
Oscar Fever 
(Continuum, 

$29.95) fails on 
all three counts. 

Rarely has so 
much research 
about so fasci¬ 
nating a subject 
produced so 
much tedium. 

In his introduction, Levy warns 
that his book will be different from 
Mason Wiley’s and Damien Bona’s 
chronologically organized Inside 
Oscar: The Unofficial History of the 
Academy Awards, because it is struc¬ 
tured thematically. This promises 
fresh insights from a complementary 
work. Inside Oscar, however, is also 
entertaining, accurate, and informa¬ 
tive. Unfortunately, Fever differs from 
it in all those areas. 

It only takes a few minutes to dis¬ 
cover that Fever promises far more 
than it delivers. Chapters on the cre¬ 
ation of the award, types of movies 
honored, studio politics, categories of 
roles that produce winners, the nom¬ 
inations and their impact on careers, 
all tempt the reader to dive right in. 
This is, however, a time to look before 
leaping: this swimming pool has been 
drained. 

For example, Levy offers a “statis¬ 
tical analysis” of the types of Oscar- 
winning films, such as “Biopictures,” 
“Historical Epics,” and “Comedies 
and Musicals.” His definition of the 
first of these, which he maintains are 
the most frequent winners of the Best 
Picture Oscar, however, is so broad as 
to be meaningless. “Biopictures” are 
“inspired by actual events and/or 
real-life personalities.” Thus, it in¬ 
cludes Schindlers List (1993), Raging 
Bull (1980), The Robe (1953), and 
Yankee Doodle Dandy (1942), among 
countless others. 

On the other hand, excluded from 
this category is Gone With the Wind 
(1939), which is defined as a “Histor¬ 
ical Epic,” which also covers Forrest 
Gump (1994), Cleopatra (1963), 
Lawrence of Arabia (1962) and Ham¬ 
let (1948). Since Gone With the Wind 
meets the definition of “Biopicture” 
as much as The Robe does, Levy’s clas-

True fans will weather the off-years, so here 
we go with dour projections and half-heart¬ 
ed hopes for the winners and also-rans in the 
high-profile sweepstakes. 

Best Supporting Actor: Three former nom¬ 
inees who’ve never won are vying with two new 
kids. Jeff Bridges didn’t quite convince as an 
American President with big appetites, though 
he put in a game effort, in 
The Contender. Willem 
Dafoe, never one of film- 
dom’s great beauties, is even 
more grotesque than usual 
playing Nosferatu actor Max 
Schreck in Shadow of the 
Vampire, a really bad movie. 
Albert Finney was the per¬ 
fect crusty old lawyer in Erin 
Brockovich, miraculously 
stealing focus from Julia 
Roberts’ enhanced rack. 

- Benecio Del Toro 

won heaping praise for his Mexican 
narcotics officer in Traffic. Joaquin 
(“Am I not merciful?”) Phoenix was 
appropriately evil-eyed as a guy 
who really doesn’t take rejection 
at all well in Gladiator. Del Toro 
and Phoenix are new to Oscar, 
and the former has the kind of 
strong role, haunted face and 
pre-Oscar awards that spell 
winner. But I’m wondering 
about Finney, who has 
those credentials Holly¬ 
wood loves (respected 
veteran/four-time Oscar 
loser going for five). Has 
his time come? His scenes 
with Roberts crackle with 
the unmistakable sound 
of good writing, good di¬ 
recting and good acting.

are subdued. They pose, bent over 
their lattes as if there were words 
inscribed in the foam. A busboy 
strolls among the tables listlessly, 
picking up a spoon here, a coffee 
cup there. 

A short, manic creature arrives 
on the scene.

They pose with eyes 
braceleted by sunglasses, with all 
manner of metal and phosphores¬ 
cent plastic dangling from their 
earlobes. Swinburne sits transfixed, 
in awe of the demanding page.

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A ‘Bee’ in his bonnet 

Prince Gomolvilas' new play at the Lorraine Hansberry Theatre

P rince Gomolvilas likes to 
take real-life events and, he 
says, “exaggerate them to a 
horrible extreme.” 

In Big Hunk o’ Burnin Love, his 
debut play, the young Thai-Amer- 
ican playwright created a young 
Thai-American character with a 
family curse that will cause him to 
spontaneously combust if he isn’t 
married by his 30th birthday. 

And in Bee, his newest play, the 
hopefully flame-retardant Go¬ 
molvilas writes about a gay Asian- 
American who has become invis¬ 
ible to most of the world, a condi¬ 
tion spurred by his mother’s re¬ 
jection of his homosexuality and 
his subsequent self-imposed isola¬ 
tion. 

Yes, he said, it is a notion that 
started with his relationship with 
his own mother, before being ex¬ 
aggerated to a horrible extreme. 
Gomolvilas is hardly in a self-im¬ 
posed isolation. Bee, opening this 
week at the Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre, is his second new play to 
debut this season, following De¬ 
bunking Love at New 
Conservatory Theatre 
Center. He’s also work¬ 
ing on a new play for 
New Conservatory for 
next season, and his 
one-act play Donut 
Holes in Orbit will be 
staged at the Smithson¬ 
ian in May as part of 
Asian Pacific Her¬ 
itage Month. 

The San Francis¬ 
co playwright has 
been feeling good enough about 
his writing career that his quit his 
job as associate editor of Callboard 
magazine in January. A boost to 
his financial confidence came with 
a $25,000 grant from the Wallace 
Alexander Gerbode Foundation, 
half of which went to Gomolvilas 
as his commission fee and half to 
the Lorraine Hansberry Theatre 
for its production of Bee. 

“I mentioned the idea of the 
play to Stanley Williams and 
Quentin Easter at the theatre sev¬ 
eral years ago, and they were very 
interested,” Gomolvilas said. “It 
kind of surprised me at first, and 
it’s still surprising me to this day.” 

The Lorraine Hansberry The¬ 
atre, as its name indicates, is a the¬ 
ater dedicated to exploring the 
African-American experience 
through the works of black artists. 
But while only one of the four 
performers is black, and neither 
the playwright nor director Ar¬ 
turo Catricala is, the play’s 
premise of interracial dialogue ap¬ 
pealed to the directors at the 
Hansberry. 

“The premise was born on a 
BART ride,” Gomolvilas said. “I 
read a lot of these New-Agey, self- 
help, spiritual books, and a com¬ 
mon thread is this idea that we’re 
all connected. I was sitting on a 
BART train across from a mid¬ 
dle-aged black woman, and I was 
thinking about how this idea 
could relate to me and her, how 
two people of such different 
backgrounds could be connect¬ 
ed.” 

In Bee, Robert Wu plays 
Devon, a young gay Korean- 
Amerlcan whose personal 
demons have rendered him invis¬ 
ible. The only person who can see 
him is Gina, an older African- 
American woman (played by Jaxy 
Boyd). Together, Devon and Gina 
set out to find a cure for his invis¬ 


ibility that becomes a journey 
through contemporary views of 
race, class, gender, and friendship. 

“With each new play I write,” 
Gomolvilas said, “I al¬ 
ways want to challenge 
myself in terms of con¬ 
tent or form. With Bee, 
I think I’ve achieved 
both those things. I’m 
dealing with issues I 
haven’t really dealt with 
before, and I also play a 
lot with style and 
form. The play 
consists mostly of 
traditional scenes, 
but also of mono¬ 
logues, weird Brechtian-type 
things, dream sequences, and doc¬ 
umentary-style interviews.” 

Gomolvilas’ next project is a 
commission from New Conserva¬ 
tory Theatre Center to adapt Mys¬ 
terious Skin, Scott Heim’s novel 
about sexual abuse among a Little 
League team, for the stage. “It’s 
about white people in Kansas,” 
Gomolvilas said, “so that will be 
another challenge for me.”

Porn again 

It’s a play based on a movie in¬ 


spired by a play. And since they all 
have “porn” in the title, can Ron¬ 
nie Larsen be far off? 

Larsen’s Shooting Porn, a live- 
on-stage version of his 1997 film 
documentary of the same name, 
will begin a two-week run at the 
Victoria Theater on April 11.

considerable command of the bal¬ 
ances, the musical phrasing and 
the character’s tenderness. I love 
the way Tan embraces her mother 
and father and the way she looks, 
with such sweet promise, at her 
partner, Vadim Solomakha. I do 
not understand those who find 
Tan “cold” or “inscrutable.” The 
last borders on racism, given her 
Chinese nationality. There is 
nothing inscrutable about her. 
She’s still very young and inex¬ 
perienced, but that is perfect for 
the innocent Aurora, who experi¬ 
ences her first moment of pain 
when she pricks her finger on 
Carabosse’s spindle. Better to ex¬ 
hibit a modest, unaffected de¬ 
meanor than to flash perky, insin¬ 
cere smiles. 

Solomakha is another dancer 
whose softly-molded technique 
seems to elude the thrill-seekers. 
Rykine’s Prince was all strenuous 
bravado at the matinee; give the 
guy credit. He can jump, and he’s 
become a strong partner. Yet Solo- 
makha’s silky finish and gentle 
musicality are much more prince¬ 
like to my eyes. Plus, his elevation, 
beats and air turns are first-rate 
for a perfectly proportioned 
danseur noble. If you don’t make it 


look hard, I guess today’s audi¬ 
ences don’t get it. One thing, 
though, Solomakha and the rest of 
the principal boys need 
gimlet-eyed former ballet mistress 
Bonita Borne to make a visit from 
her Southwest home. They are all 
overstuffing their jocks again. 

If the Fairies, the Bluebirds and 
the pas de six at the matinee were 
tepid, the Saturday evening 
dancers earned their money. Julia 
Adam, Katita Waldo and Kristin 
Long are luxury casting as the 
Fairies in the prologue, while 
Damian Smith, Michael Eaton, 
Jason Davis and Peter Branden- 
hoff were seriously sexual as the 
princely suitors. In the wedding 
sequence, Gennadi Nedviguine’s 
Bluebird fluttered, leaped and beat 
like a trapped bird battering him¬ 
self against a window pane, while 
Tina LeBlanc (she also dances Au¬ 
rora) helped him make their pas 
de deux one of the magical mo¬ 
ments of the long, beauty-saturat¬ 
ed day. ▼

is about the power of goodness 
and beauty, however much we 
cynics may sneer, there is logic in 
Diana’s simple eloquence. 

Maffre, whose Lilac suddenly 
seemed less appealing at the 
evening performance, following 
Diana’s afternoon triumph, scored 
a major success herself with Cara- 
bosse. Not only was she funny and 
mean, but her long fingers and 
undulating arms transformed 
every mime gesture into pure 
dance. You could read those ges¬ 
tures like a book. Anita Paciotti is 
solid in the part, and Jim Sohm is 
a master camper, but Maffre’s 
Carabosse is sublime. She herself 
may find the Lilac a tad uninter¬ 
esting after tasting the pleasures of 
evil. Now is the time for Tomasson 
to find a choreographer to make a 
great dramatic role for Maffre — 
Medea, Lady Macbeth, Boadecia. 
(Only half-kidding, possums.) 

Are you experienced? 

The rest of the matinee, except 
for the domineering lead couple, 
Lorena Feijoo and Roman Rykine, 
was a low-energy affair. Conductor 
Richard Bernas clanked, banged 
and pulled the tempos around. Fei¬ 
joo, though she maintained ad¬ 
mirable sangfroid in the circum¬ 
stances, shot the conductor a cou¬ 
ple of “What was that?” looks. Her 
problem with Aurora is not danc¬ 
ing or technique. She was steady in 
the balances, and the bravura stuff 
holds no terrors for her. But she’s a 
woman; hear her growl! That mus¬ 
cular back, those shoulders, the ta¬ 
pered waist and come-hither pro¬ 
file make her look too experienced 
to successfully embody the dewy 
virgin of the “Rose Adagio.” I kept 
thinking of the late Madeline Kahn 
reviewing the Roman troops in 
Mel Brooks’ History of the World:

In the next round of Beautys, 
when she’ll be in her mid-20s, 
Yuan Yuan Tan, making her role 
debut Saturday night, should have 
nailed Aurora.

% an Francisco Ballet’s revival 
l|| of The Sleeping Beauty turns 
mm out to be a beauty after all. 
Helgi Tomasson staged the pro¬ 
duction, with gorgeous designs by 
the late Jens-Jacob Worsaee, in 
1990, and has tinkered with it 
minimally since. This year he dove 
in and fixed a couple of things, re¬ 
sulting in a tighter, less grueling 
evening in the theater. 

Previously, SFB had the late 
Denis de Coteau in the pit, and 
one wanted to hear as much of 
Tchaikovsky’s three-hour score as 
possible. Now, let’s face it, the SFB 
orchestra, after two years without 
its stern but talented taskmaster, 
does not play as well — intona¬ 
tion problems and bobbles such as 
one never heard under de Coteau 
are now legion. So when Tomas¬ 
son removed two character dances 
— Harlequin and Beauty and the 
Beast — from the final act, one 
could only applaud his common 
sense. 

He has also restaged the awak¬ 
ening scene so that Princess Auro¬ 
ra now rides downstage in a 
wheeled gazebo and we can see 


the Prince kiss her awake. Tomas¬ 
son still has to fix the battle be¬ 
tween good and evil before the 
kiss. Since the Lilac Fairy stage- 
manages Prince Desire’s rescue of 
Aurora from her sleeping spell, 
having Lilac conquer the evil 
Carabosse has a certain symmetry, 
but it also makes the cowering 
Prince look like a wuss as he lets a 
woman fight his battle for him. 

This made a particularly inter¬ 
esting contrast at the two perfor¬ 
mances I saw last Saturday. Julie 
Diana, who dances Aurora this 
week, made her debut as the Lilac 
Fairy on Saturday afternoon, a 
role usually danced by the magis¬ 
terial Muriel Maffre. Diana could¬ 
n’t be magisterial if her life de¬ 
pended on it, so she did what 
comes naturally to her: She radi¬ 
ated “Diananess.” 

Confronted with the angry 
Carabosse (Maffre, also making a 
role debut), Diana simply stiff¬ 
ened her spine and smiled, and 
smiled and smiled. Carabosse 
must have been furious because, 
in Maffre’s words, she isn’t evil so 
much as she is impatient. “She just 
can’t understand why these people 
waste so much time being pretty 
and good.”

'Agamemnon' opens Berkeley Rep's theatre

j& % erkeley Rep has given the 
' .V Bay Area the glorious gift of 
a major new theatrical 
venue, so it might seem churlish 
to complain about the first pro¬ 
duction occupying that space. Ac¬ 
tually, it is a tentative complaint, 
for The Oresteia comes in three 
parts, only the first of which is 
being reviewed here. 

But Agamemnon, which 
launches Aeschylus’ trilogy, is a 
slow starter, filled with exposition 
detailing offstage action that is only 
fitfully brought alive on the expan¬ 
sive stage of the new Roda Theatre. 
But the auditorium itself, a hard- 
edged modernist take on tradition¬ 
al proscenium theaters, proves a 
surprisingly intimate companion 
to such a large stage box. 


The acoustics also seem fine, 
though that doesn’t mean every 
word of Robert Fagles’ translation 
is easy to grasp. Aeschylus’ thick 
prose can take some of the blame, 
but so, too, can the actors under 
Tony Taccone and Stephen 
Wadsworth’s deliberately somber 
and unadorned production. 

The Libation Bearers and The 
Eumenides (performed together as 
the second part of a rotating 
repertory) contain more of the 
kind of character interplay that 
contemporary audiences are fa¬ 
miliar with. But unless performed 
with the utmost clarity and brac¬ 
ing interpretive skills, Agamemnon 
may be better off read than seen. 

Certainly, a good deal of 
Aeschylus’ surprisingly blunt yet 
eloquent condemnation of war is 
lost in the Berkeley production, 
starting with Michael Wiles’ inef-

fectual opening monologue as the 
watchman bemoaning the state of 
the country since going to war 
with Troy 10 years before. 

The chorus led by Frank Cor- 
rado moves about stiffly, while 
unevenly conveying its messages. 
The first burst of life comes with 
the arrival of L. Peter Callender’s 
herald, who with crisp efficiency 
brings to life his horrific descrip¬ 
tions of the seemingly endless war 
to recapture Helen from the Tro¬ 
jans. 

Robynn Rodriguez, as Queen 
Clytaemnestra, starts out more 
suburban than regal, but as her 
grisly agenda is revealed, grips the 
role with a ferocity that brings the 
final scenes alive. As her husband, 
the triumphantly returning war¬ 
rior-king Agamemnon, Derrick 
Lee Weeden provides only one-di¬ 
mensional, pompous grandeur. 
But as the slave Cassandra, 
Francesca Faridany chillingly con¬ 
veys a mind unraveled and a spir¬ 
it broken by subjugation. 

What directors Taccone and 
Wadsworth are up to in Agamem¬ 
non may become clearer once the 
second half of the project is re¬ 
vealed. Unfortunately, there will 
probably be more than a few who 
won’t be back to see it. T

M s Karen Finley slathered her 
Bk naked self with honey in the 
§ % final moments of Shut Up 
and Love Me at Theatre Artaud, I 
couldn’t help but think of Varla 
Jean Merman. 

While Varla Jean’s stage act has 
become a sophisticated burlesque, 
she still insists on swallowing a 
can of aerosol cheese while trilling 
in a sweet falsetto. Audiences ex¬ 
pect this old trick, says Jeff Rober¬ 
son, the man behind Varla Jean. 

Maybe Finley thinks audiences 
will be disappointed if she doesn’t 
give them a variation on what she 
became notorious for in 1990, 
when her-chocolate-coated body 
came to symbolize the evils of 
government funding of the arts. 
“It’s honey time,” Finley shouts 
about an hour into the 75-minute 
show, abruptly pausing the mean¬ 
dering but edgy spoken part of 
program. 

The preceding monologue, 
broken up by Finley’s seemingly 
spontaneous asides to the audi¬ 
ence and to herself, focuses on a 
woman who is looking for love in 
very wrong places. A destructive 
affair with a married man leads 
her to realize that her relation¬ 
ships are really cries for her fa¬ 
ther’s love. She decides to cut out 
the middle man, and, arriving at 
her father’s office, announces, 
“Dad, let’s fuck.” The laughs are 
often uneasy. 

Referring frequently to the 
loose pages of a script, Finley em¬ 
ploys exaggerated variations on 
the high-tone accents of 1930s 
movie stars. If a particular phrase 
pleases her, she repeats it over and 
over until she is sated. Distrac¬ 
tions from the audience are com¬ 
mented upon, as are reactions (or 
lack thereof) that she considers in¬ 
appropriate. 

This unpredictability under¬ 
cuts the comfort that a structured 
drama provides an audience. “It’s 
still performance art,” Finley says 
when something goes awry, 
“which means no guaranteed re¬ 
sults.” 

While “honey time” at first 
seems a gratuitous gimmick, it 
does provide a catharsis for an au-

dience that has never been quite 
sure where it’s being led. And 
maybe it’s a release for Finley as 
well, who certainly seems raptur¬ 
ous as she writhes about in the 
sweet, pungent goo. 

Like the honey scene, Shut Up 
and Love Me is something of a 
mess, but when all its ragged parts 
are added up, it somehow works.

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No biz like show biz 

Laurence Olivier as 'The Entertainer 7

M ost movies about show 
business, even those telling 
tragic stories like Sunset 
Boulevard or A Star Is Born, 
swathe the heartbreak in silky 
glamour. Norma Desmond goes 
mad, but she had been The Great¬ 
est Star of Them All. Esther Blod¬ 
gett/Vicki Lester is widowed by 
Norman Maine, but she has an 
adoring public, lots of money, and 
a glorious beachhouse to help her 
recover. Laurence Olivier’s Archie 
Rice, “TV and radio’s sauciest 
comic,” who is The Entertainer, 
has no such consolations. He’s an 
aging, third-rate vaudevillian still 
hoping to make it big. Seldom has 
the seediness and delusional am¬ 
biance of failed dreams of star¬ 
dom been so expertly captured as 
it is in Tony Richardson’s 1960 
film of John Osborne’s play, which 
will be shown at the Castro The¬ 
atre on Tuesday, March 27. 

The setting is an old music hall 
in an English seaside resort. The 
ocean breeze isn’t strong enough 
to blow away the scent of grease¬ 
paint, mingled with the odor of 
poor plumbing and whiffs of dis¬ 
infectant. This is Archie Rice’s 
world, and it’s about to come 
apart. His eldest daughter, Jean 
(Joan Plowright), comes home 
from London to say goodbye to 
brother Mick (Albert Finney), a 
serviceman being shipped to the 
Middle East during the 1956 Suez 


Crisis. Jean’s fianc6, Graham 
(Daniel Massey), wants to marry 
and accept an important position 
in Africa, but she won’t give up 
her teaching job, despite the frus¬ 
trations of dealing with rebellious 
teenagers. She views her father, 
stepmother Phoebe (Brenda de 
Banzie), grandfather Billy Rice 
(Roger Livesey), a retired but well- 
regarded music hall star, and sib¬ 
ling Frank (Alan Bates) with af¬ 
fection, but she is clearly glad to 
be away from their daily existence. 

Money, or the lack of it, is a 
problem. Phoebe’s brother, a suc¬ 
cessful hotel operator in Canada, 
has offered to move them to Ot¬ 
tawa and let Archie manage his 
newest property. Phoebe, who 
works at Woolworth’s and angrily 
reminds her family that she “made 
something of herself” despite hav¬ 
ing been born “ugly” and poor, is 
eager to accept her brother’s pro¬ 
posal. Frank, who has followed his 
grandfather and father into show 
business, but who candidly admits 
the talent really got diluted by the 
time it reached him, is open to it. 
Archie, however, isn’t interested. 
Whenever any difficulty is raised, 
he responds by performing some 
old routine. 

Theatre scheme 

Archie seduces the young run¬ 
ner-up contestant at a pageant, 
Tina (Shirley Field), whose crass 
parents have made a fair amount of 
money selling bakery goods. He has 
signed some checks to cover the 


costs of costumes for the show he is 
hoping to star in at the Winter Gar¬ 
den, a big-time venue, and per¬ 
suades Tina’s stagestruck parents to 
invest in it, promising to make her 
a star. Without their money, he 
faces jail for violating the condi¬ 
tions of his earlier bankruptcy fil¬ 
ing. He also plans to divorce 
Phoebe and marry Tina. Horrified, 
Jean tells grandfather Billy of 
Archie’s scheme. Billy takes matters 
into his own hands, with unexpect¬ 
ed consequences for all of them. 

Olivia, recreating his stage tri¬ 
umph as Archie, is amazing. He 
does his own singing and dancing, 
using his celebrated physicality to 
etch a portrait of a man of modest 
gifts but enormous dreams. In one 
harrowing scene, Archie tells Jean 
that his eyes are “dead.” They only 
come alive when he is performing 
for an audience, no matter how 
small or bored. He recalls a visit to 
America during the Second World 
War (he had been stationed in 
Canada) and seeing a “Negress” 
heartbreakingly sing the blues. He 
would love to do something like it 
just once. But it isn’t her art that 
he wants to recreate — he wants 
to feel what she felt. When Mick is 
reported killed and Billy collapses 
backstage, Archie responds by 
performing. It’s the only way he 
can feel anything. Olivier keeps 
peeling off layer after layer of the 
glib, charming Archie, exposing a 
man as cruel and self-centered as a 
child. He is pitiful and contemp¬ 
tuous, all phony bravado. His last 
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Laurence Olivier in 1940 


line reveals his bitterness with 
chilling precision. This maybe his 
finest movie performance. 

Plowright, in her film debut, is 
fresh but unexciting. It’s a solid 
performance, but too self-effacing 
to have led to screen stardom. It’s 
easy to see why she had to wait 
several decades before making an 
impact in movies as a character ac¬ 
tress, although her stagework was 
much acclaimed. In 1960, the bi¬ 
sexual Olivier, who reportedly had 
a long-lasting affair with Danny 
Kaye, divorced Vivien Leigh and 
married Plowright the next year. 
They had several children. 

De Banzie is riveting as 
Phoebe, making her anger and 


pride touching. Livesey is wonder¬ 
ful as Archie’s more successful fa¬ 
ther, his own grasp on reality none 
too certain. Bates is splendid as 
Frank, his youthful, dark beauty 
striking. Massey makes the most 
of his scenes, and Finney, in a 
small part, is excellent, clearly pre¬ 
ferring the dangers of desert war 
to the torments of home. Richard¬ 
son keeps the camera on the per¬ 
formers, where it belongs. Olivier 
received a Best Actor Oscar nom¬ 
ination, losing to Burt Lancaster’s 
Elmer Gantry. Though highly 
praised by critics, the film was not 
a box-office success. Forty-one 
years later, it’s evident the critics 
were right. V

sifications seem nebulous and ar¬ 
bitrary. What kind of useful con¬ 
clusions can be drawn from a 
“study” that puts Cleopatra and 
Forrest Gump into the same genre? 
All the pseudo-“statistical” analy¬ 
sis won’t change the answer to that 
question: “None!” 

Women’s work 

A discussion of the “Woman’s 
Picture,” a movie centered on fe¬ 
male characters in melodramatic 
situations, and its general failure 
to even be nominated for best 
film, omits the 1945 nomination 
for Mildred Pierce or the 1983 
sweep for Terms of Endearment, 
among others. A compelling argu¬ 
ment could be made for calling 
Gone With the Wind a “Woman’s 
Picture,” but Levy doesn’t make it. 

Sometimes Levy tries to 
repackage the obvious. In explain¬ 
ing why the Oscars are the most 
important of show business 
awards, he cites, among other rea¬ 
sons, their having been around 
longer than Broadway’s Tonys and 
television’s Emmys. But he fails to 
mention that the latter award is 
for a medium that is far newer 
than the movies. The real reason 
the Academy Awards are the most 
significant of performing arts ci¬ 
tations is that their impact can be 
felt at the box office. Tonys and 
Emmys are often awarded for 
plays that have closed or shows 
that have been canceled. Winning 
key Oscars inevitably results in 
significantly increased grosses for 
the film involved. 

His chapter on studio politics 
and whether an Oscar can be 
“bought” fails to arrive at any con¬ 
clusion. He points out that from 
1929-39, the heyday of the studio 
era, MGM produced the most 
Oscar-winning films (three, not 
counting Gone With the Wind, 
which Selznick Studios produced 
and MGM distributed), but tiny 
Columbia Studios had two win¬ 
ners, while Warners, Fox, and Uni¬ 
versal each had one. Levy credits 


MGM’s influence for Luise Rain¬ 
er’s consecutive Best Actress wins 
for 1936’s The Great Ziegfeld and 
1937’s The Good Earth. But if the 
studio had so much power, why 
did its most prestigious star, Greta 
Garbo, fail to win an Oscar? Why 
did its most popular actress, Joan 
Crawford, fail to earn a nomina¬ 
tion during her 18 years at the stu¬ 
dio? These obvious questions are 
not effectively answered, even 
when they are raised. 

Levy also “analyzes” the impact 
of lavish spending on the awards, 
citing John Wayne’s intense cam¬ 
paign for The Alamo (1960) as an 
example. His conclusion: some¬ 
times the campaigns work, some¬ 
times they don’t. Amazing! 

Errors ’r us 

Levy’s prose is so leaden and 
his “insights” so obvious or non¬ 
sensical that only the search for er¬ 
rors provides motivation to finish 
reading this work. Fortunately, 
these are so numerous that cata¬ 
loguing them becomes a goal in it¬ 
self. Some samples: Lynn Redgrave 
is not Peter Fonda’s sister; Paul 
Newman did not star in the origi¬ 
nal stage production of Cat On a 
Hot Tin Roof (Ben Gazzara created 
the role of Brick) and Burl Ives did 
not win an Oscar for playing Big 
Daddy in the movie, he won it for 
The Big Country, Loretta Young 
did not receive an Oscar for her 
“first and only nomination” for 
The Farmer’s Daughter in 1947, 
she was nominated again in 1949 
for Come to the Stable; Olivia de 
Havilland did not win her first 
Best Actress Award for To Have 
and Have Not, a film she didn’t 
even appear in; Marie Dressier did 
not retire after winning the Oscar, 
she was stricken with cancer and 
died at the height of her film pop¬ 
ularity. 

The chapter on the Academy’s 
membership is interesting. Given 
the errors in other parts of the 
book, however, it must be read 
with caution. Otherwise, the only 
heat Oscar Fever is likely to gener¬ 
ate is when it is remaindered, re¬ 
turned to the publisher, and recy¬ 
cled. ▼

Macho manual 

Ridley Scott is up for Gladiator, 
which logs in with a whopping 12 
nominations. Here we have an 
overlong tribute to every macho 
ethic it pretends to expose. Gladi¬ 
ator is only sporadically flavorful 
as a movie. The f lx are really 
cheesy — all that computer “wiz¬ 
ardry,” and the Coliseum still 
looks like a high-tech ant farm. 
The producers nailed the public’s 
readiness to revisit the toga epic, 
however. Gladiator is a smash hit 
that looks to the past in more ways 
than one. The troops walking 
through a sun-dappled forest are 
pure Doctor Zhivago, and the 
kinky brother-sister act is pure 
The Fall of the Roman Empire. The 
barely-clad homoerotic meat 
market echoes the sweaty slaves of 
either big-screen Ben-Hur. And 
let’s not even start listing its debts 
to Spartacus. Being original isn’t a 
prerequisite for being good, but 
Gladiator borrows with a grinding 
lack of finesse. It’s downright 
criminal to hire ripe actors like 
Derek Jacobi and the late Oliver 
Reed and then saddle them with 
timeworn dialogue and charac¬ 
ters. Let’s get some wisecrackers in 


there. Where are Charles 
Laughton and Eve Arden when 
you need them? 

Chocolat squeaked into the 
Best Picture circle thanks to the 
patented Miramax runaway-train 
method of marketing. It has a de¬ 
licious fairy-tale cream center al¬ 
together rare these days, but what 
about those half-baked plots and 
fatiguing Nestle’s feel-good mo¬ 
ments? Chocolat expects the audi¬ 
ence to react with the pro¬

ine Zeta-Jones (Douglas) is laugh¬ 
able as a La Jolla mama who goes 
from duck salad to murder in two 
hours. Traffic also suffers from 
cameo fatigue, also known as the 
Name that Celeb school of film¬ 
making. “Oh, look, there’s James 
Brolin... Amy Irving... Orrin 
Hatch (!)” 

Still, I’d take Traffic over 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon. 
Marketed as a Taiwanese action 
movie, its suspense is forsaken for 
silly choreography and bogus 
myth-making. This movie asks a 
lot of its audience. You must sup¬ 
pose there is a very special sword 
that enemies would kill to own, 
though reasons are never clear. 
You must accept that a monstrous 
one-dimensional rich girl is worth 
your movie time. You must fur¬ 
ther believe that people skipping 
over water like Jesus or bouncing 
around tree-tops like bonobos is 
fine filmmaking and not an artless 
exploitation of technology. Some 
defend CT, HD as a deft medita¬ 
tion on nationalism, honor, femi¬ 
nism, etc. Where’s the honor in 
tacking a sappy English song (“A 
Love Before Time”) on the credit 
crawl when the movie is otherwise 
in Mandarin? That shameless bid 
for a Best Song nod yielded — a 
Best Song nod. Sure, CT, HD is 
dazzling, but it’s lighter than a 
popcorn kernel. What a thunder¬ 
ous disappointment from Ang 
Lee, a director capable of exquis¬ 
ite work ( Sense and Sensibility, The 
Ice Storm). Lee has a good chance 
at winning Best Director, especial¬ 
ly since Steven Soderbergh is com¬ 
peting against himself for both 
Erin Brockovich and Traffic. 


grammed responses of Pavlov’s 
dog. See it for the charisma of its 
two gifted stars, Juliette Binoche 
and Johnny Depp. Weep for the 
wasted charms of Lena Olin, ill- 
served by a battered-wife emanci¬ 
pation story. Pity the ever- 
adorable Leslie Caron as a little 
old lady who is nearly elbowed off 
the screen by the indelicate hams 
in her vicinity. 

That leaves Erin Brockovich as 
the only Best Picture nominee I’d 
ever want to revisit. In the months 
since I’ve seen it, it grows sweeter 
in the memory. Erin not only has 
cleavage, she has legs. Kudos to the 
Academy for recognizing that this 
story of an unlikely corporate 
whistle-blower has assets beyond 
Julia Roberts. As commercial 
moviemaking, it’s easily superior 
to Traffic. Here Soderbergh as¬ 
sembles an urgent story and sur¬ 
rounds himself with the right tal¬ 
ent. It wins no points for innova¬ 
tion, but within the confines of 
populist movie-making, Erin 
Brockovich emerges victorious. 

Finally, let’s toast the good ones 
who were left out in the cold while 
lesser creatures squeeze into their 
Vera Wangs and their Richard 
Tylers. The two most noted omis¬ 
sions this year were as Best Actor: 
Jamie Bell in Billy Elliot and 
Michael Douglas in Wonder Boys.

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Turn the beat around 

Author John-Manuel Andriote on 'Hot Stuff: A Brief History of Disco'

A ward-winning writer John- 
Manuel Andriote’s latest 
book, Hot Stuff: A Brief His¬ 
tory of Disco (Harper Entertain¬ 
ment, $13), is about a hoftopic 
indeed. While the popularity of 
disco music within the gay com¬ 
munity never really subsided, it is 
once again being discovered by 
mainstream clubgoers. In his 
book, which traces “how it began, 
where it went, what it became, and 
why it lives on,” Andriote writes 
about the impact disco had on 
both the gay and straight commu¬ 
nities, from its early days to the 
present. You can almost feel the 
pulsing beat and smell the pop¬ 
pers as you turn the pages. 

Gregg Shapiro: Your third book, 
Hot Stuff: A Brief History of 
Disco, is very different in tone 
from your second, Victory De¬ 
ferred: How AIDS Changed Gay 
Life in America. What was it like 
to go from working on a book with 
such serious subject matter, to 
writing about disco music? 

John-Manuel Andriote: I think 
that I approached those books in 
the same way, as a journalist writ¬ 
ing about a cultural historic sub¬ 
ject. So the work involved was 
similar. But it certainly was differ¬ 
ent writing about AIDS and the 
gay community’s experience with 
the epidemic versus writing about 
disco music and culture. What I 


came to realize is that writing 
about disco did for me, as a writer 
and as an individual, what disco 
itself did for people in general in 
the 70s, which was to provide an 
emotional release and a catharsis. 
It gave me a chance to focus on 
something lighter and to realize 
that there is a fun side of life. That 
it’s not all doom, gloom, death 
and suffering. 

Did you have a special love of 
disco music before you started? 

I don’t know that I had a par¬ 
ticular interest in disco music per 
se. I’ve always been interested in 
vocal music. Another thing about 
disco music is that it’s mostly an 
African-American style of music, 
and my father, back in the ’60s, 
was really into soul music, so I was 


exposed to black styles of music at 
a young age. 

As I was working on the book, 
I realized that I really had great 
preparation for focusing on this 
music. In 1978,1 was 20 years old 
and in college, and I used to go 
out dancing. I certainly caught the 
wave of disco at its peak. I re¬ 
member going to see Gloria 
Gaynor at a club called Lucifer’s in 
Boston in 1978, and paying $1 to 
see her, back'when “I Will Sur¬ 
vive” was a new song on the radio. 

Were there things that you learned 
about the history of disco that sur¬ 
prised you? 

What most surprised me was 
to realize that the music took off 
when it did because it was the 
right music at the right time. 
What I try to do in Hot Stuff is put 
the explosion of disco music into 
the culture into historic context, 
and look at the role that dance 
music played in people’s lives dur¬ 
ing the 20th century. 

During the Great Depression, 
black musicians speeded up jazz 
music and created styles of faster 
dance music, like jump blues. If 
you think back to the 1920s, you 
think of faster dances like the 
Charleston, because the music 
and culture of dancing gave peo¬ 
ple this emotional release during 
difficult times. 

That’s what disco did in the 
70s. People forget that the 70s 
were a hard time with the econo¬ 
my, politics, gas lines, double-digit

inflation, Watergate, Vietnam. 
People today tend to look back at 
the 70s through rose-colored 
glasses, but it really was a hard 
time. Disco music gave people the 
emotional catharsis that they 
wanted. 

Did you dispel any disco myths 
during your research? 

One of the things that was in¬ 
teresting to find out is that the mu¬ 
sicians, especially the black artists, 


who were making disco music 
weren’t necessarily happy about 
making it. They enjoyed the music, 
but they kind of resented that they 
needed to make what they looked 
at as pop, candy-coated music, in 
order to sell their records. Even 
Donna Summer said, “You have to 
sell yourself cheap.” 

They kind of resented it, but 
they went along with it, because 
disco was very popular and a way 
of making a name for themselves. 
So when Donna Summer was 
dished by Rolling Stone as being 
the great camp diva of the 70s, it 
was really patronizing on the part 
of the music establishment toward 
musicians who saw themselves as 
serious musicmakers. It’s not like 
Donna Summer set out to be the 
disco icon. She saw herself first as 
a musician, and disco music was a 
way to have a career. After the 
disco years passed, Summer went 
on to earn a Grammy award for 
her gospel music. 

Did you have a favorite interview 
subject? 

One of my more interesting in¬ 
terviews was with Felipe Rose, the 
Indian from the Village People. It 
was a bright Saturday afternoon, 
and he had on dark sunglasses, 
and as we were talking about disco 
music, he looked over the top of

Wrestling with 
personal essays 

'Broken Fever: Reflections 
of a Gay Boyhood'

|§§ he personal essay, wrote lit¬ 
erary critic Phillip Lopate, is 
m “the voice of middle age.” In 
his introduction to The Art of the 
Personal Essay, Lopate noted, “If 
the personal essay frequently pre¬ 
sents a middle-aged point of view, 
it is because it is the fruit of 
ripened experience. With middle 
age also comes a taste for equilib¬ 
rium, which is the by-product of a 
developed sense of selfhood.” Ac¬ 
cording to Lopate, personal essay¬ 
ists frequently and lyrically visit 
the past, an Aladdin’s lamp which 
brings untold riches when rubbed. 

In his collection of personal es¬ 
says, Broken Fever: Reflections of a 
Gay Boyhood (St. Martin’s Press, 
$22.95), James Morrison, a gay 
man in his mid-40s, offers some 
retrospective glances at his own 
childhood to explore the roots of 
his gay identity. 

“I dp not remember a time in 
my life when I was not gay,” writes 
Morrison in the preface to his ele¬ 
gantly crafted exploration of his 
“avowed gay identity.” He says his 
growing up involved “a complex 
process of affirmation and nega¬ 
tion, refusal and identification.” 

In “Saved,” the first essay in the 
collection, Morrison details the 
social identity that he’s grown up 
with, the shy, bookish son of the 
Catholic family down the street. 
He believes that his consciousness 
of being gay started with his early 


relationship to Catholicism — a 
mixture of his passion for God 
and his love for the ordinary — 
the flamboyant artifice of the 
mass, and the experience of hun¬ 
grily watching the altar boys. 

When Craig, his evangelical 
Baptist classmate, hoped to con¬ 
vert him, Morrison regarded the 
conversion as a potential bond 
with Craig: “As long as it meant I 
might spend occasional nights in 
tents with Craig’s spectral body 
hovering above my face.” The au¬ 
thor wanted to save his soul, “but 
a more immediate longing, to be 
close to Craig, compelled me.” 

In his essay “Practice,” Morri¬ 
son relates a story of playing the 
violin in junior high school. To 
Morrison, “the violin player was

they support. Equally magnificent 
is his flexibility of tempo, trans¬ 
forming a sequence of notes into a 
profound summation of life. 

Hotter recorded “Wanderer’s 
Nachtlied” many times. The earli¬ 
est version, accompanied by 
Raucheisen in 1942, reveals a voice 
of youthful maturity. A later ver¬ 
sion, with Moore in 1957, finds 
Hotter even more sagacious, his 
tones softer than before. He also 
performed the song in his 1961 
recital; faster and less flexibly per¬ 
formed than the earlier versions, 
it does not reveal the singer at his 
poetic best. 

In striking contrast, the 1948 


recording of Wotan’s “Farewell to 
Brunnhilde” (Die Walkure, Act III) 
finds a thunderously-voiced Hot¬ 
ter giving full expression to 
Wotan’s pain as he sings, “Farewell, 
you bold, wonderful child!/ You, 
my heart’s holiest pride./ Farewell, 
farewell, farewell!” 

Hotter movingly conveys the 
tragic struggle of a father torn be¬ 
tween love and duty — a struggle 
whose leitmotif has been repeated 
throughout the course of human 
history—with a depth rarely expe¬ 
rienced on the operatic stage. Here, 
as everywhere, the sound of his 
voice touches on a level as primal as 
the beat of the human heart. V

New radio-play 

Television programs such as 
Dawsons Creek have become the 
new radio.

Mary Beth Maziarz 
knows this firsthand, since her 


songs “Hold On” and “Better than 
Anyone” were both featured 
prominently on Dawson’s Creek. 
Her covers of classic Carpenters 
songs “Close to You” and “We’ve 
Only Just Begun” also appeared on 
the soundtrack to the gay-themed 
movie The Broken Hearts Club. 
Both “Hold On” and “Better than 
Anyone” are on Maziarz’s new 
album Supernatural (Musaic 
Records). Her songwriting skills 
and powerful voice (which occa¬ 
sionally suggests Natalie Merchant, 
Vonda Shepard, and Sophie B.

% f all the singers of the 20th 
j i century, the man whose 

W voice and presence were 
most capable of conveying the 
essence of the archetypal father was 
bass-baritone Hans Hotter. Blessed 
with a huge, resonant instrument 
that could be scaled down to an in¬ 
timate whisper, the man could 
sound invincible one minute and 
vulnerable the next. No matter 
what he sang, Hotter communicat¬ 
ed a profundity and depth of spir¬ 
it that seemed rooted in a primor¬ 
dial place of holiness and sagacity. 
If you can imagine a man whose 
voice could convincingly express 
the power of a god, the wisdom of 
a sage, and the humanity of an 
open-hearted mortal, you can 
begin to hear the sound of Hans 
Hotter in your head. 

In the world of opera, Richard 
Wagner’s Wotan, the God of Val¬ 
halla, is perhaps the greatest 
Daddy of them all. In Gotter- 
dammerung, he has no choice but 
to punish his favorite daughter 
Brunnhilde for her sin of inter¬ 
vening in the affairs of mortals. 
But even as he puts his beloved 
daughter to sleep, protecting her' 
with a ring of fire, he makes sure 
that love can dowse the flames and 
return her to life. It was the Wotan 
of Hotter, more than of any other 
recorded singer, that most fully 
expressed the tortured godliness 
of this strangely mortal immortal. 

Hotter, still a towering pres¬ 
ence at age 92, was born in Offen- 
bach-am-Main. After preparing 
for a career as a conductor, he 
made his singing debut at age 20 
in Handel’s Messiah, and per¬ 
formed his first operatic role the 
following year. Less than 10 years 
later, Hotter sang the lead in the 
Munich State Opera’s first pro¬ 
duction of Richard Strauss’ 
Friedenstag. Late last century, 
Friedenstag was revived in a Santa 
Fe Opera production in which the 
lead was clothed in black leather. 

At the same time that Hotter 
dominated the opera stage as 
Wotan, he became known as a 
supreme interpreter of German 
art song. With his voice pared 
down as necessary, Hotter’s lieder 
interpretations evinced the same 
strength and surety that thun- * 
dered through him when he 
strode across the stage carrying 
sword and shield. 

Modern maturity 

Hotter can be heard in his glo¬ 
rious maturity in four recent CD 
issues. Hans Hotter, Walter Martin: 
Liederabend (Orfeo d’Or) offers a 
well-recorded, live 1961 mono 
recital of lieder by Schubert, 
Brahms, Wolf, Loewe, and Strauss. 
Performing at Hamburg’s 
Beethoven-Saal, accompanied by 
the less-than-stellar Walter Mar¬ 
tin, the 53-year old singer is occa¬ 
sionally prone to the asthma-re¬ 
lated unsteadiness that increasing¬ 
ly plagued him as he aged.

Nonetheless, he is frequently mag¬ 
nificent, especially in songs such 
as Schubert’s “Gruppe aus dem 
Tartarus” that call for a fullness of 
expression. 

More consistently rewarding 
are three superbly remastered Tes¬ 
tament issues. The first, Wolf 
Lieder Recital, features Hotter and 
the great accompanist Gerald 
Moore in 22 songs by Hugo Wolf 
recorded 1951-1959. Two of these 
lieder receive their first stereo re¬ 
lease. The second, Lieder Recital, 
recorded with Moore in 1956 and 
1957, contains songs of Schubert, 
Schumann, Loewe, Brahms, 
Strauss, and Pfitzner. While the 
bulk of its 27 selections are also in 
mono, nine receive their first 
stereo release. Finally, The Early 
EMI Recordings combines 1946- 
1951 recordings of lieder by Schu¬ 
bert, Schumann, Brahms and 
Grieg (variously accompanied by 
Gerald Moore, Michael 
Raucheisen, and Hermann von 
Nordberg) with 1948 and 1951 
recordings of Wagner and Handel 
arias. Included is one previously 
unpublished' song, a 1946 


“Gruppe aus dem Tartarus” that 
receives far more convincing 
treatment than on the Orfeo disc. 

Poetic setting 

Hotter’s greatness is much in 
evidence in his famed interpreta¬ 
tion of Schubert’s “Wanderer’s 
Nachtlied,” set to poetry by 
Goethe. “Above all the summits it 
is quiet;/ in all the treetops/ you 
sense barely a breath;/ the birds in 
the wood are silent./ Only wait, 
soon you too will rest.” 

Schubert creates the simplest 
of melodies to match this short 
verse. The music makes its mark 
through long, sustained phrases 
that must be sung as though ef¬ 
fortlessly created by the gentlest of 
exhalations. 

Singing slowly, Hotter mar¬ 
velously captures the silence of 
peace, imbuing each word with 
that supreme sense of completion 
that many of us pray we experience 
before the end of our lives. The 
concentration is absolute. When 
Hotter stops to breathe, even his 
long, hall breaths are magical, com¬ 
municating as much as the tones.

New music from women

U t’s been a couple of years since 
p the last Lilith Fair, and during 
§ that time, female artists have 
lost the hold they had on the pop 
charts. Dido is one of the few fe¬ 
male artists not fresh out of her 
teens to have any sort of presence 
on the radio or MTV. A whole 
new crew of exceptionally gifted 
young women have released al¬ 
bums that could potentially 
change all of that. 

Angels & Cigarettes (Warner 
Brothers) by Eliza Carthy is the 
leader of the pack. It’s reminiscent 
of David Gray’s White Ladder 
album with its successful melding 
of acoustic folk songs in settings 
that incorporate modern technol¬ 
ogy such as drum loops and key¬ 
board programming. The exuber¬ 
ant opening track, “Whispers of 
Summer,” grabs the listener right 
from the start with Carthy’s dis¬ 
tinctive vocals and violin work. 
The layered vocals on “Train 
Song” are gorgeous in a Loreena 
McKennit-meets-Sarah McLach- 
lan sort of way, and the powerful 
“Beautiful Girl” is a song you can 
dance to with the added bonus of 
having a message. The lushly or¬ 
chestrated “The Company of 
Men,” which opens with the lines, 
“I’ve given blowjobs on couches/ 
To men who didn’t want me any 
more” made me think of Judy 
Collins singing the Alanis Mor- 
risette songbook.

both feminized and phallically 
masturbatory, nancy and hoyden- 
ish.” He chose the violin in spite of 
the stigma of sissyhood. “I want¬ 
ed people to see it, wanted them to 
have to think of me somehow in 
relation to it.” At the same time, 
Morrison tried hard in school to 
prove that “it did not really mean 
what they might be inclined to 
think it meant about me.” 

Different strokes 

Morrison is a good storyteller, 
and he is at his best when he 
builds his narrative on small mo¬ 
ments and minor epiphanies that 
are perfectly observed. In “Checks 
and Balances,” Morrison depicts 
his fleeting friendship with an 
Asian boy, Luke, whose ethnicity 
made him stand out from others. 
“He was different... I, too, was dif¬ 
ferent, and he was, perhaps, or 
therefore, like me.” He recalls the 
closeness of their relationship by 
describing a wrestling game which 
is infused with budding sexual 
tension. 

“He was on his knees, leaning 
toward me. He wasn’t smiling, but 
there was also something in his 
face, a tranquil intensity... that 


made me feel charged, excited, not 
scared. ‘Make me,’ he said, in the 
quiet, seething tenor of his ordi¬ 
nary voice, and then he was upon 
me. We wrestled fiercely, wildly, 
passionately, arms gripping and 
legs flailing and clenching, and he 
laughed as we strove, the laughter 
did nothing to lesson the intensi¬ 
ty of what was too close, too in¬ 
tense, to be a contest. His body 
was so close that I could feel the 
laughter starting in it, and rising 
through it, like sounding light 
through a prism. I could come 
even closer to him, that last inhi¬ 
bition removed. ‘Who’s got 
whom?’ Luke finally gasped. His 
head was locked under my arm, 
but he was on top, his arms 
clenching my trunk.” 

When Luke became a popular 
candidate at a mock election in 
school, the author tormented 
himself with feelings of a posses¬ 
sion about to be lost. “If he won, 
then he would belong to them, 
and less to me.” His act of betray¬ 
al during the election, and the en¬ 
suing sense of guilt, led to the end 
of their friendship. 

Morrison deals with the same 
kind of desire, sexual attraction 
and loss in another essay, “Initi¬ 
ate,” a touching story of a brief yet 
close friendship between the au¬ 
thor, a putative sissy who was into 


drama, and a jock who needed 
help with his role in a school play. 

Plodding through Morrison’s 
scholarly essays, many of which 
have previously been published in 
anthologies and academic jour¬ 
nals, is no easy task. One needs to 
read and reread in a quiet envi¬ 
ronment, with an unabridged 
Webster’s at hand. Even so, one 
gets lost in the torturous struc¬ 
tures of his sentences and the 
overly arcane literary allusions, as 
well as page after page of highly 
pedantic and at times sardonic di¬ 
gressive comments. For example, 
at one point, he meditates on a 
short chapter from the novel 
Bambi, referring to its translation 
into English by HUAC witness 
Whittaker Chambers, and linking 
it to thoughts about death and re¬ 
pressed male eroticism. It is be¬ 
yond the patience of average 
readers. 

Morrison teaches English at 
North Carolina State University. 
Judging from his writings, he fits 
with the stereotype of a college 
professor whose thoughts are too 
profound to be expressed in sim¬ 
ple English. Everything he writes 
reads like a doctorate thesis. But 
despite its scholarly style, this 
book, with its excellent stories and 
observations, will resonate with 
many literary gay readers. ▼

his glasses at me and said, “Wow, 
you really know what you’re talk¬ 
ing about.” And then he opened 
up and we had this great inter¬ 
view. Then we went up to his hotel 
room to listen to a new tape that 
he wanted me to hear, of Village 
People music that they had just 
recorded, because they were plan¬ 
ning to cut a CD after years of not 
recording. It was interesting be¬ 
cause it was kind of Village People 
goes techno, if you can imagine. 

That was a good interview, be¬ 
cause Felipe is somebody who was 
part of the Village People from 
1977, and saw the rise and fall and 
rise again of disco. 

I have this image of you writing 
with disco music blaring in the 
background. Was that the case? 

Well, I did actually build up a 
little collection of disco music 
while I was working on the book, 
because I figured that listening to 
the music was part of my research. 

The "Top Artists and their Hits" 
appendix is a very useful tool. 

There are 65 different artists 


included, more than I had seen in 
any other book on disco, which 
tended to have half or a third the 
number. It just shows how many 
artists there were making the 
music. 

What's your all-time favorite disco 
song? 

My favorite dance song, going 
back to when it was new and on 
the radio, was Vickie Sue Robin¬ 
son’s “Turn the Beat Around.” To 
me, that really captured what 
disco was about. It was so much 
fun, and it was about rhythm and 
moving your body to this pound¬ 
ing rhythm. 

Do you have an all-time least fa¬ 
vorite disco song? 

Probably “Disco Duck,” which 
captured the commercial worst of 
disco. It came out in 1976, which 
was before disco became the phe¬ 
nomenon that it did. 

How do you think that dance 
music in 2001 compares to disco 
in its heyday of 1978? 

I show in the last chapter of the 
book how dance music evolved 
since the end of the disco era. It’s 
sort of spun off into all of these 
different offshoots. I think it’s in-

teresting the way that vocal 
rhythm and blues music was once 
again separated from electronic 
music. One of the things that 
disco did was to weave together 
electronic sounds and vocal 
music. Yesterday I was thinking 
about Madonna’s Music CD. It’s 
very innovative because she’s 
putting together vocals with tech¬ 
no sound, but in fact that’s a 
throwback to the mid-’70s. So it’s 
innovative for today, when dance

KiSS dolls 

W hile it may or may not be true 
that any boy who plays with 
paper dolls is bound to grow 
up gay, it’s undoubtedly right that any 
grown man or woman who doesn’t get 
a blast from KiSS dolls can’t possibly 
be queer. 

KiSS dolls, for those who aren’t 
Web lurkers, are those wildly popular 
virtual paper dolls 
you dress up and un¬ 
clothe just as you did 
real paper dolls when 
you were a baby dyke 
or gayboy. The dolls 
and their enormous 
contingent of design¬ 
ers and fans consti¬ 
tute one of those sur¬ 
real, utterly absorbing 
mini-worlds on the 
Web, and once you 
are steered to its se¬ 
cret joys, you’re 
hooked. 

As explained by 
Dov Sherman, who 
maintains the definitive KiSS site — 
OtakuWorld.com — the acronym 
KiSS stands for the Kisekae Set System, 
which Sherman aptly deems “a fun 
and easy paper doll game for comput¬ 
er users,” adding that the Japanese 
term kisekae ningyou refers to playing 
dress-up with dolls. 

My musical partner DJ Logos alert¬ 
ed me to the dolls’ existence. I thought 
I had seen the ultimate paper-doll site 
after I visited JesusDressup.com, 
which had cracked me up with its sexy 
crucified Jesus sporting only skimpy 
boxers, surrounded by elements of an 
outrageous wardrobe, all ready to be 
dressed up by means of easy click-and- 
drag mouse movements. I could out¬ 
fit him in anything from a tutu to raver 
gear to a devil costume. 

That HTML/Java-based Jesus, said 
Logos, was almost as 
much fun as KiSS 
dolls, which are down¬ 
loadable image files 
manipulated by means 
of programs call KiSS 
viewers. By way of a 
quick search for KiSS 
dolls on Google.com, 
Logos brought me to 
several sites offering an 
infinite variety of dolls, 
many of them Japan¬ 
ese anime figures, each 
with a snappy 
wardrobe. We quickly 
zeroed in on a few sites 
offering risque dolls, 
notably collections of 
transgender and SM 
dolls whose closets of 
clothing and acces¬ 
sories include whips, 
collars, cock rings, 
corsets, shackles, harnesses and other 
wicked ideas. While most dolls on the 
Net are PG rated, suitable for real kids, 
grown-up kids naturally want to ex¬ 
plore the more provocative sites, of 
which there are many, with plenty of 
queer dolls to play with.

Up until last week, you could get all 
the KiSS dolls you wanted free. Now 
that OtakuWorld.com has switched to 
a subscription-based service, hobbyists 
must cough up a monthly fee. That’s a 
small price to pay, however, for the 
most comprehensive source of KiSS 
dolls on the Web.

From Beefcake

Beefcake, written and directed by 
Thom Fitzgerald 

i hom Fitzgerald, whose lyri- 
w cal Canadian film The 
m Hanging Garden left his fans 
wanting more, has entered a dif¬ 
ferent universe with Beefcake, 
which is part documentary and 
part dramatization of the life of 
the remarkable Bob Mizer. The 
founder of the Athletic Model 
Guild, Mizer was driven by his 
muse to turn the muscular nude 
male body into a marketable com¬ 
modity, in a decade (the 1940s) 
when the concept was way ahead 
of its time. His Physique Pictorial 
was virtually the only place where 


an almost-naked man could be 
seen in print, outside the walls of 
an art museum. Fitzgerald’s flick 
is an interesting amalgamation of 
whimsical sitcom (“Meet Bob 
Mizer!” a voiceover chorus sings 
out, and it sounds like “Meet 
George Jetson!”) and a tragic fam¬ 
ily conflict. (Mizer’s mother is al¬ 
ternatively supportive and scold¬ 
ing, but the drama never quite 
gels). In the meantime, the real- 
life players in the male-nude arena 
are interviewed for choice remi¬ 
niscences, and some of the editing 
is brilliant. Warhol star Joe Dalle- 
sandro describes a youthful film¬ 
ing session in which he boxed 
nude for the camera, and the orig¬ 
inal footage is cut into a black- 
and-white session of the actor 


playing Mizer, who appears to be 
directing the young Dallesandro. 
The straight guys have a say, too, 
and the viewer wonders if Jack 
LaLane either knew or cared just 
how gay an expose Fitzgerald’s 
film would turn out to be. 

Gladiator, directed by Ridley 
Scott, written by David Franzoni, 
John Logan, William Nicholson 

Beefcake of a different kind is 
on display in Ridley Scott’s Oscar- 
nominated Roman epic. Russell 
Crowe turns in a star-making per¬ 
formance as the general who finds 
himself on the wrong side of the 
nasty emperor (Joaquin Phoenix, 
personifying Evil quite nicely) and 
spends the rest of the movie find¬ 


ing the chance to get even. The 
signature Ridley touches, such as 
a surreal fantasy of an afterlife, 
snapped me out of my engage¬ 
ment with the action, and I found 
them needlessly distracting. 

For my money, I’ll take the 
original version of the soap opera 
based on the history of the heirs to 
the noble Marcus Aurelius: Antho¬ 
ny Mann’s Fall of the Roman Em¬ 
pire from 1964. In this one, Sophia 
Loren and Stephen Boyd are the 
star-crossed lovers whose fate is 
threatened by her evil brother 
Christopher Plummer. Without 
computer-enhanced sets, the sky 
over the Roman empire never 
seemed darker, and the drama is 
played out under a brilliant score 
by Dmitri Tiomkin. Rent it! T

The polite ones 

Yasujiro Ozu's 'Good Morning' on DVD

0 : f the three great directors of 
i classical Japanese cinema, 
Yasujiro Ozu (1903-1963) 
remains the least known and ap¬ 
preciated in the West. Mizoguchi 
has several textbook classics 
( Ugetsu, Sansho the Bailiff, The 
Life of Oharu ), while Kurosawa, 
whose career lasted the longest, 
tapped themes of loyalty and 
honor in a body of work that was 
both widely seen and highly in¬ 
fluential outside his native coun¬ 
try. Much of the oeuvre of both 
Mizoguchi and Kurosawa is 
based on historical subjects with 
a broad canvas, and both men are 
noted for their bravura visual 
style. Conversely, Ozu, consid¬ 
ered the most “Japanese” of the 
three, dealt almost entirely with 
contemporary settings and 
themes. And his visual style is a 
triumph of minimalism, his cam¬ 
era typically positioned about 
three feet above the ground and 
rarely (in some films never) mov¬ 
ing. 

Ozu’s reputation rests largely 
on a series of austere, quietly 
wrenching shomin-geki, domestic 
dramas ( Tokyo Story, Late Spring ) 
about the lives of average work¬ 
ing-class people. Typically, these 
center on parent-child conflicts, 
which often work themselves out 
to the benefit of neither. Good 
Morning (1959) abandons some 
of the more tragic aspects of the 
genre for a witty and good-heart¬ 
ed look at a different kind of in- 
tergenerational problem. 

The film, now out on DVD, is 
set in a tidy Tokyo neighborhood 
of close-quartered homes where 
everyone runs in and out of each 
other’s houses and pries into each 
other’s business. Minoru (Koji 
Shidara) and Isamu (Masahiko 
Shimazu) are schoolboy brothers, 
13 and 7 respectively, obsessed 
with sumo wrestling, which they 
watch religiously on a neighbor’s 
TV. Eventually they want a set of 
their own, and when their par¬ 
ents refuse, they take a vow of si¬ 
lence not only at home but in 
school. Ozu interweaves, and 
eventually connects in very witty 
ways, a parallel plot about the 
possible theft of the local 
women’s club dues by the trea¬ 
surer, Mrs. Haraguchi (Haruko 
Sugimura), who inexplicably has 
just purchased a washing ma¬ 
chine.

Good Morning neatly dovetails 
these two plots when the boys 
refuse to say good morning to the 
neighbors. This happens after the 
alleged theft of dues is cleared up 
(Mrs. Haraguchi’s mother forgot 
to give the money to her). The 
boys’ apparent snubbing is inter¬ 
preted as an extension of their 
mother’s secret anger over the in¬ 
cident (which is far from true), 
and Mrs. Haraguchi’s spreading of 
this gossip, triggers some of the 
film’s cleverest dialogue. One dis¬ 
traught neighbor says, “Our cat 
stole her dried fish. Should I re¬ 
turn it?” Ozu is at his best in ob¬ 
serving the progress of rumor into 
seeming certainty, and showing 
the viewer the endless comic com¬ 
plications that ensue from simple 
misunderstandings in a society 
that values good manners over 
truth. 

One reason why the film did 
not find wide distribution upon 
release may be its pervasive flatu¬ 
lence motif. Isamu and Minoru’s 
other interest, besides sumo 
wrestling, is farting. They play a 
typical childhood game, which 
Ozu records with detached 
amusement, where one boy press¬ 
es on another’s forehead to pro¬ 
duce a fart. The director has been 
criticized for dragging out his 
jokes, and this one certainly qual¬ 
ifies for the criticism. But Ozu 
manages to give it a larger signifi¬ 
cance by contrasting this silly, 
“childish” activity with the banal 
conversation and foolish concerns 
of the adults. The film’s title Good 
Morning is a reference to the over¬ 
politeness and humdrum ex¬ 


changes that the adults engage in 
consistently in Japanese culture, 
and which aggravate the boys no 
end. Ozu seems as delighted with 
the boys’ flatulence as they are, 
and more so than he is with the 
. adults’ backbiting and boring “po¬ 
lite” conversations — for example, 
a protracted chat about the 
weather between the boys’ aunt 
and a teacher secretly in love with 
her. The endless talk about what a 
nice day it is acts ultimately to 
cover and deny true human feel¬ 
ings, much more so than the farts, 
which are treated as both authen¬ 
tic and amusing. 

The Japan portrayed her is 
being subtly, perhaps irrevocably, 
encroached upon by Western cul¬ 
ture. Salesmen creep in and out of 
doorways with an array of Amer¬ 
ican convenience products; a 
poster for The Defiant Ones (sig¬ 
nificant title) graces the wall of the 
only hip couple in the housing de¬ 
velopment, the ones who have the 
TV set where all the kids congre¬ 
gate to watch sumo wrestling. And 
in a bar sequence, one of the char¬ 
acters says, “Someone said TV 
would produce 100 million id¬ 
iots!” but the context in which it’s 
said portends that the process of 
consumerism, American style — 
television, washing machines — is 
inevitable. 

Stylistically, this is one of Ozu’s 
simpler films, but it’s as resonant 
in its own quiet way as his better- 
known work. Shot in a muted 
Technicolor (which looks great in 
the DVD’s mostly flawless transfer 
from a 35mm print), Good Morn¬ 
ing has the look of an old Kodak 
photograph, with soft pastels pre¬ 
dominating. The score is appro¬ 
priately whimsical with one sur¬ 
prising, perhaps unique innova¬ 
tion: the boys’ farts are rendered 
not realistically, but musically! 
And Ozu’s camera is typically 
neutral, his vision steady and un¬ 
varying as he records the comings 
and goings of neighbors, the boys’ 
hissy fits and farting contests, the 
subtle bickering of the women. 

Ozu has been criticized in 
some quarters as too conservative, 
endorsing the values of excessive 
courtesy and repression that afflict 
his characters. But Good Morning, 
at least, makes it clear which side 
he stands on. In endorsing the 
boys and their seemingly childish 
behavior, he shows that while 
human values can change, human 
nature remains happily consistent, 
with all its flaws. ▼
